SENSATIONAL plans for a 
huge wind turbine base at the 
Port of Sheerness will create 
2,000 much-needed jobs-if the 
Government agrees to help the 
company behind the scheme. 

Danish firm Vestas Wind Sys¬ 
tems has identified an area the 
size of 9 3 football pitches at the 
old docks as the ideal place for 
a production centre to build its 
new super size wind turbines. 

Should the deal go ahead, 
Kent could receive a boost 
of 2,000 jobs, news greeted 
warmly by Kent County Coun¬ 
cil leader Cllr Paul Carter. 

He said: “We welcome this 
major announcement by Ves¬ 
tas. This will make a massive 


difference for people by creating 
new jobs and bringing much- 
needed income and investment 
into the local economy. 

“We have spent years work¬ 
ing in partnership with the pri¬ 
vate and public sector to bring 
in the required infrastructure 
to Sheerness and the island, 
which has helped Vestas and 
the Peel Group make this im¬ 
portant decision.” 

But the deal is far from com¬ 
plete, with president of Vestas 
Offshore, Anders Soe-Jensen 
looking for support from the 
Government to help generate 
business from wind farm firms. 

He said: “Before our custom¬ 
ers can provide us with the 
needed order pipeline, they

need to see stability in the market and a 
long-term political and regulatory cer¬ 
tainty that ensures their business case. 

“Making that happen lies in the hands 
of the policy-makers, so we are looking 
forward to seeing the UK government 
providing the best possible terms for the 
offshore wind industry to truly take off, 


and the potential new jobs becoming a 
reality.” 

The new supersized V164-7.0MW 
turbine model is twice as powerful as 
the turbines that currently sit off the 
coast of Thanet, and its blade span is the 
same size as the London Eye. 

The news has come as a timely boost 
after pharmaceutical giant Pfizer re¬ 


vealed it would be closing its base in 
Sandwich with a loss of 3,300 jobs. 

The Sheppey site was said to be in the 
perfect position to allow wind turbines 
to be transported all across Europe. 

KCC economics chief Cllr Kevin Lynes, 
added: “We look forward to working 
further with Vestas and Peel Ports at 
Sheerness and our other Kent-based off¬ 


shore wind investors to help develop the 
supply chain which should create jobs. 

“Renewable energy is fast becoming 
the economy of the future and Kent 
needs to be at the forefront. This is a 
win-win for local people, local business 
and the county.”

Proud city welcomes returning troops

HUNDREDS of people wel¬ 
comed home troops returning 
from Afghanistan during a pa¬ 
rade through Canterbury. 

The Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders, 5th Battalion The 
Royal Regiment of Scotland 
(5 Scots) marked their return to 
the UK by marching from their 
barracks in the city to Canter¬ 
bury Cathedral on Thursday. 

The parade also served as 
a memorial to Private Joseva 
Vatubua, who was killed on 
January 1. 

The day began with a cer¬ 
emony at Howe Barracks, 
where the soldiers received Af¬ 
ghanistan campaign medals. 

The troops, in full ceremo¬ 
nial dress with bayonets fixed, 
were led by the battalion pipes 
and drums, as well as the Regi¬ 
mental Military Band and the 
regimental mascot, a Shetland 
pony named Cruachan III. 

A service was then held in 
Canterbury Cathedral. 

Maidstone is also preparing 
to welcome troops back from 
Afghanistan at this year’s Civic 
and Freedom Parade on Sun¬ 
day, May 22. 

The parade will mark the 
start of a new mayoral year and 
the troops of the 36 Engineer 
Regiment will be exercising 
their freedom of the borough.

Kent may miss out on 
cash because of jobs 
in city, says Heseltine

TORY grandee Lord Heseltine has 
hinted that Kent may continue to 
miss out on government funding, 
due to the county’s close proximity 
to London. 

Announcing the launch of the 
second phase of the £1.4 billion 
Regional Growth Fund (RGF) at a 
business roadshow in Margate, the 
former Deputy Prime Minister re¬ 
vealed the scheme was more about 
ensuring people have access to jobs 
than regenerating certain towns. 

His comments suggest bids from 
Kent may be at a disadvantage, due 
to the large amount of jobs avail¬ 
able in London. 

Lord Heseltine said: “We’ve got 
to deal with areas of the coun¬ 
try which are disproportionately 
affected by the cuts and where the 
private sector is not bouyant or 
large enough to cope. 

“There are pockets of deprivation 


in the South East, and I wouldn’t 
have had a roadshow here in 
Margate if I didn’t recognise that. 

“We are interested in seeing 
what bids come out of this sort of 
location, but we will still have to 
take into account things like travel- 
to-work area. 

“You can take an area of depri¬ 
vation where the figures indicate 
significant problems, but part of the 
problem is that people sometimes 
aren’t willing to travel out of those 
areas into areas where there are 
jobs, like London. 

“But it’s not possible to give a 
black-and-white answer. 

“We all know the South East is 
by and large the most prosperous 
part of the UK, but you then have 
to look beneath the generalisation 
and see if there should be support 
for certain areas.” 

Lord Heseltine is chairman of the 
RGF independent advisory panel, 
which will consider all bids for 
funding and make recommenda¬ 


tions to a team of ministers led by 
Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg 
about which of the bids should be 
supported. 

Not a single Kent application was 
approved following the first round 
of bids - worth a total of £450m 
- with only one in the whole of the 
Kent, Essex and East Sussex Local 
Enterprise Partnership area being 
successful. 

The second round, which aims 
to allocate the remaining £9 50m 
of the fund, opened to bids on April 
12 and will close at noon on July 1. 

Lord Heseltine said: “I wouldn’t 
have come here (to Margate) 
unless I thought that there might be 
bids from places like this, and that 
they would be fairly considered, 
but then there are coastal towns all 
over England. 

“The second point is that just 
because I have come here doesn’t 
mean this place will be preferred. 

“There will be a lot of bids for a 
finite sum of money.”

**M20 closes for work 

MOTORISTS are being urged to avoid the M20 in 
Ashford this weekend when it closes to allow a 
new bridge to be put into place. 

The section between junction nine and 10 
will be closed from 6pm on Saturday, until 5am 
on Monday, while a new footbridge is installed 
close to the Ashford West turn off. 

Motorists have been asked to use the A2 
and M2, with overhead signs diverting Port of 
Dovertraffic. 

** Waste centre agreed 

PROPOSALS for an energy park and waste re¬ 
cycling service next to the disused Richborough 
power station for east Kent householders and 
business has won planning permission. 

Spencer Ray, director of family-owned TW 
Services which is behind the scheme, said: 
"Planning permission for our site means we are 
moving rapidly towards zero waste to landfill." 

The site is expected to generate 80 jobs and 
will handle 750,000 tonnes of waste each year, 
including municipal, commercial and hazardous. 

**Dye sheep for safety 

KENT'S sheep farmers are being told to dye 
their stock in a bid to scare off rustlers. 

The advice comes from Kent Lib Dem Euro 
MP Sharon Bowles, who said there had been a 
five-fold increase in the number of sheep thefts 
this year due to the recession and the high price 
of lamb. 

Stolen sheep are often butchered at 
unlicensed abattoirs, most of which do not 
comply with food safety regulations, and then 
sold to unsuspecting consumers.

Digital switchover heralds 
‘a new era in broadcasting' 



DATES have been announced 
for the big switchover from 
analogue to digital TV, signal¬ 
ling the start of a new era in 
broadcasting. 

Changes will begin on June 
13, 2012, in south, east, north 
and mid Kent, with BBC Two 
analogue being switched to dig¬ 
ital, with the remaining chan¬ 
nels - BBC One, ITV1, Channel 
4 and Channel 5 - turned off 
on June 2 7 that year. 

Switchover will start in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells on May 30, 2012, 
with completion on June 13. 

Thousands of homes cur¬ 
rently in digital blackspots, 
such as Canterbury, Ashford 
and Margate, will be able to 
receive Freeview channels for 
the first time once the county is 
switched over. 

Relay transmitters in Dover, 
Bluebell Hill and Tunbridge 
Wells will broadcast about 15 
TV channels through house¬ 
holds’ Freeview boxes, includ¬ 
ing BBC One, BBC Two, ITV1, 
Channel 4 and Channel 5, plus 
associated services such as 
ITV2 and BBC Three. 

Digital UK and the Switcho¬ 
ver Help Scheme are preparing 


to launch a public information 
campaign to help viewers. 

People aged 7 5 and over and 
residents on certain disability 
benefits or registered blind, are 
entitled to practical help, and 
for £40 will be given digital 
equipment which can be in¬ 
stalled and demonstrated. 

Those on income-related ben¬ 
efits are entitled to free help. 

Digital UK’s assistant region¬ 
al manager for the region Tony 
Gray said: “The digital switch¬ 
over will bring digital TV to 
more than 100,000 homes in 
Kent and East Sussex for the 
first time and the announce-

ment paves the way for a new 
era in broadcasting for viewers 
in the South East. 

“We are preparing for 
the end of analogue and the 
dawn of a fully digital age in 
which everyone can enjoy 
extra choice and easier record¬ 
ing from the television.” 

South Thanet MP Laura 
Sandys said: “As so many of 
our residents know, we have 
bad to no TV reception in some 
areas of Thanet and Sandwich. 

“It is crucial that the switch¬ 
over delivers a service that our 
residents deserve and pay for 
through their licence fee.”

Thousands of care-users face hikes in 
charges as part of council savings plan

MORE than 5,000 elderly and 
disabled people could be af¬ 
fected by plans to raise the cost 
of providing adult social care in 
Kent. 

The county council wants to 
increase the amount of availa¬ 
ble income taken into account 
when working out how much 
to charge a person, while also 
asking mental health patients 
to contribute for the first time. 

It also plans to include day 
care and transport as part of 
the services that can be charged 
for, in an attempt to save about 
£2.9 million a year. 

Announcing the launch of a 
12-week consultation into the 
proposals, KCC cabinet member 
for adult social care Cllr Graham 
Gibbens said the authority “had 
to do what was best ahead of 
what was popular”. 

He added: “The extra money 
from new and increased charg¬ 


es means more people will be 
able to get services they need. 
These are services that could 
help people stay out of hospital 
or residential care. 

“This, together with keeping 
eligibility criteria at moderate, 
means the council is able to get 
support to more people. 

“Changes are also needed to 
the way charges work to make 
them fairer. At the moment 
people can be treated differ¬ 
ently depending on the type 
of service they choose to meet 
their needs. Any inequality in 
the system should be removed 
if possible.” 

Plans to increase the cost of 
adult social care were agreed 
as part of the council’s budget 
earlier this year, and now the 
authority has sent letters to 
more than 20,000 service-us¬ 
ers, relatives, and other organi¬ 
sations asking for their views. 

KCC says those eligible to 
pay for their care will be indi¬ 
vidually assessed to determine 


how much they can afford to 
contribute. 

How much individuals may 
pay will vary but the council 
says it intends to increase the 
amount of available income 
taken into account from 8 5 per 


cent to 100 per cent. 

Ros Altmann, director-gen¬ 
eral of the Folkestone-based 
Saga group for the over-5Os, 
welcomed KCC’s decision to 
continue to fund people with 
moderate care needs while

many other councils have re¬ 
stricted financial support to 
only those with severe or criti¬ 
cal needs. 

She added: “We’ve got to be 
realistic - lots more older peo¬ 
ple means lots more money to 


be spent, and that money has 
to come from somewhere. I 
don’t think it’s unreasonable 
to ask some people to pay more 
if they can afford to. 

“If they didn’t put the charg¬ 
es up then they would prob¬ 
ably have to tell some people 
who don’t have severe or criti¬ 
cal needs that they can’t have 
anything, and that could lead 
to further problems down the 
line.” 

Jill Roberts, chief execu¬ 
tive of mental health charity 
Sevenoaks Mind, said she was 
concerned about people with 
mental health problems being 
charged for the first time. 

She said: “It may act as a 
disincentive for them to access 
the help they need to recover. 
Motivation can be a real issue 
when people are very mentally 
distressed, and if people are put 
off from accessing help it could 
be less cost-effective in the long 
run.”

Call for more investment to 
improve winter rail services

TRANSPORT chiefs have said the 
Government should investment more 
money to improve the resilience of 
Kent’s power network for trains. 

The ‘third rail’ system, which is 
cheaper than running overhead lines, 
sees a rigid conductor rail alongside the 
track to provide electricity to trains. 

But during winter conditions, the 
free-standing rail is prone to freezing, 
causing rail services to grind to a halt as 
they did in December. 

Although de-icing equipment is used 
to help tackle the problem, it did not go 
far enough last winter and chaos en¬ 
sued at stations across the county, with 
passengers stranded on platforms and 
in trains. 

In a report to Government this week, 
the Transport Select Committee, made 
up of cross-party MPs, recommended 
investment to improve the reliability of 
the line with a long-term aim to install a 
more resilient method of electrification. 

Network Rail’s director of operations 
and customer service, Robin Gisby, said 
people needed a reliable and punctual 
train service. 


“In the last three years, Britain has 
experienced particularly harsh winter 
weather, which resulted in some pas¬ 
sengers having their journeys severely 
disrupted,” he said. 

“The industry continues to work 
hard to deliver more than £40 million 
of improvements in time for next winter 
which we hope will add much-needed 
resilience to the network and allow pas¬ 
sengers to make their journeys during 
winter with minimal disruption. ” 

A number of initiatives are being 
rolled out, including conductor rail 
heating where heating strips have been 


installed along the line at 42 locations 
in Kent, with more being put in place. 

Anti-icing units are also being fitted 
to 20 passenger trains in time for next 
winter, which will spray de-icing fluid 
on the conductor rail, and carriages are 
being specifically designed that clear ice 
and snow from the railway. 

Longer-term options involve an alter¬ 
native to the current third rail system, 
including the use of overhead lines. 

Operator Southeastern welcomed the 
report, while transport chiefs on the 
committee called for a culture of change 
in the rail industry.

Turner to display the 
nation’s favourite kiss

ONE of the world’s most famous 
works of art - Auguste Rodin’s 
The Kiss - is to go on display at 
Margate’s Turner Contempo¬ 
rary gallery. 

The life-size marble sculp¬ 
ture, created by the French 
artist in 1889, will be at the 
Sunley Gallery from October 
4-September 2, 2012. 

The sculpture is on loan from 
the Tate collection and is one of 
the most iconic images of sexu¬ 
al love. The Kiss was voted the 
nation’s favourite work of art 
in a 2003 poll. 

The embracing couple come 
from a true 13 th century 
story of forbidden love, which 
was immortalised in Dante’s 
Inferno and by many artists 
since. 

The couple are the adulter¬ 
ous lovers Paolo Malatesta and 
Francesca da Rimini, who were 
slain by Francesca’s outraged 
husband. They appear in Dan¬ 


te’s Inferno, which describes 
how their passion grew as they 
read the story of Lancelot and 
Guinevere together. 

At the time, the perceived 
eroticism of Rodin’s sculpture 
was controversial, leading to 
instances where the work was 
removed from public view. 

The sculpture’s arrival co¬ 
incides with Turner Contem¬ 


porary’s second major exhi¬ 
bition Nothing in the World 
But Youth, which explores 
how youth experience has 
been reflected in art, culture 
and the media since the late 
19th century to the present 
day and will feature paintings, 
photographs, items of clothing 
and early JMW Turner works, 
many depicting east Kent.

THE battle for supremacy in Kent 
produced a mixed bag of results at 
last week’s local elections. 

Labour and the Conservatives 
sent big names to the county ahead 
of polling day, including Prime 
Minister David Cameron, Chancel¬ 
lor George Osborne and opposition 
leader Ed Miliband. 

The move paid off for both par¬ 
ties, with the Tories tightening their 
grip on the majority of councils and 


Labour winning control of Grave- 
sham and pushing their rivals close 
in Thanet and Dover. 

But it was a disastrous election 
for the Liberal Democrats, who saw 
their support crumble throughout 
Kent and the rest of the UK. 

Many of the party’s members are 
now calling for the head of leader 
Nick Clegg as a result, blaming his 
role in the Coalition as the reason 
for their downfall. 

Kent’s voters also answered a 
resounding No to the Alternative 
Vote system.

THE Conservatives tightened their grip 
on Kent with all but five of the county’s 
13 councils recording an increase in the 
number of elected Tories. 

Despite widespread concern over 
government spending cuts, the results 
suggest that the majority of Kent voters 
still support David Cameron as Prime 
Minister. 

However, the Tories lost control of 
Gravesham and recorded fewer council¬ 
lors in Swale and Dover. 

In addition, the party no longer has 
overall control of Thanet council and 
must rely on the support of three inde¬ 
pendents to back cabinet proposals. 

Leader Cllr Bob Bayford said a five per 
cent increase in the Labour vote had 
given the opposition a disproportionate 
increase in seats. 

He added: “The voters still recognise 
that the last Labour government left 
this country in a dire financial state. 

“Our priority now is to continue to 
work hard for all the people of Thanet 
by delivering excellent services, pursu¬ 
ing our positive vision for the area while 
ensuring financial prudence on behalf 
of our council taxpayers.”

Mr Clegg - the Deputy Prime Minister - has 
been heavily criticised for his role alongside the 
Conservatives in the Coalition, and for backing 
controversial policies such as the increase in 
university tuition fees. 

Former Shepway councillor for the Folkestone 
Cheriton ward, Peter Carroll, who chose not to 
stand in the election, said: “The Coalition is not 
working for the Lib Dems. People think we’re 
part of the Tories, which we’re not. 

“I think the Shepway results are a tragedy. 
Some fantastic local councillors have been lost, 
through no fault of their own. ” 

Sam Matthews, who failed to win a seat for the 
Lib Dems in Shepway, wrote on his Twitter page: 
“Clegg goes or I go.”

UKIP led the way for the small¬ 
er parties in Kent after winning 
its first seat in the county. 

Victor Webb was elected to 
Tunbridge Wells council af¬ 


ter earning 634 votes in the 
Rusthall ward, with a cam¬ 
paign against the development 
of 38 sites in the borough.

Changing face of schools sparks fears for future

A MAJOR shift in Kent’s schooling 
system is under way as the number 
of academies soars and plans for new 
‘free schools’ are drawn up. 

Latest figures from the Department 
for Education (DIE) revealed 29 acad¬ 
emies had opened since September, 
2010, with the total - including those 
in the process of changing, plus old- 
style academies - reaching 59; half of 
the secondary schools in Kent. 

In addition to the academy sys¬ 
tem, groups in Maidstone, Ashford 
and Kings Hill are preparing plans to 
open ‘free schools’ - a system intro¬ 
duced by the Government to allow 
parents, charities or companies to set 
up all-ability state-funded schools in 
response to local need. 

Future Schools Trust, which runs 


Maidstone’s New Line Learning Acad¬ 
emy and the Cornwallis Academy, is 
proposing a free primary school. 

Dr Chris Gerry, one of the people 
behind the plans, said community 
feedback had been positive, and it was 
likely a formal application would be 
submitted to the DIE before the end of 
the month. 

“We will hear in autumn if we are 
successful and can proceed to the next 
stage,” he said. “Key propositions are 
a longer day if parents want this, from 
7.30am to 6pm; teaching of Mandarin 
and a musical instrument to all; aba¬ 
cus teaching of maths; additional after 
school games, music and drama.” 

A feasibility study is also being car¬ 
ried out for a free school in Ashford, 
at the site of the former Wye College, 
with about 400-600 pupil places for 
children aged 11-18. 

A group of parents have joined to-

gether to work on the proposals. 

“We believe there is a need for a new 
secondary school in Wye,” a spokes¬ 
man said. “As Ashford town centre 
continues to grow and more primary 


schools open, secondary school places 
in the area are in increasing demand. 

“It is our intention that Wye College 
School becomes an educational centre 
of excellence. 

“We do not believe academic 
achievement is the only goal to aspire 
to, and the focus of the school would 
be to guide pupils to achieve in what 
ever path they have chosen, and to 
prepare them for their careers.” 

With the number of academies ris¬ 
ing and bids for free schools emerging, 
Gravesend-based education adviser, 
Peter Read, warned that a fragmented 
education system was being created. 

“My personal opinion is that over¬ 
all provision will suffer severely, and 
I fear for the future,” he said. “This is 
creating fragmented provision where 
it will differ in each area.” 

He added: “I think academies are 
becoming self-interested in their own 


development and not for the benefit of 
the children. 

“I believe within a year every sec¬ 
ondary school will be a self-controlled 
institution and there will be no sys¬ 
tematic provision.” 

If all secondary schools become 
academies or free schools, Kent Coun¬ 
ty Council would be become a provid¬ 
er of education services, rather than 
the controlling schools authority. 

Kent Labour spokesman Paul 
Clark, former MP for Gillingham and 
Rainham, said the system would put 
greater pressure on schools under lo¬ 
cal authority control. 

“Taking money out of the pot to 
give to free schools and academies is 
going to undermine provision within 
other schools,” he said.

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7/7 INQUEST 

‘Greatest opportunity missed’ to learn from 7/7

A SURVIVOR of the London bombing has ac¬ 
cused the coroner at the 7/7 inquests of missing 
the “greatest opportunity” to make a difference 
to the future security of the UK. 

Beverli Rhodes, from Kennington near Ash¬ 
ford, branded a report by Lady Justice Hallett, 
which set out nine recommendations aiming to 
“save lives”, as “woolly”. 


The 49-year-old, a former counter-terrorism 
expert for security firm Capita Symonds, said 
she felt much of the report simply stated the 
obvious. 

She said: “Lady Justice has missed the single 
greatest opportunity to come from the atrocities 
of 7/7. 

“She could have kicked-off a new cycle of 
additional security measures, removed the 
endless red tape in the face of an attack and 
recommended a process for dealing with survi¬ 


vors and bereaved in the best possible way. ” 

She added: “I feel there have been no plans 
made for the future despite what’s happened 
with Bin Laden and the threat of revenge attacks 
from A1 Qaeda.” 

Lady Justice Hallett, who formally recorded a 
verdict of unlawful killing for the 52 people who 
were killed in the terrorist attacks on London in 
2005, also stated in her report that delays in the 
emergency service response had not contributed 
to any of the deaths. 

But Mrs Rhodes said: “Look at any paramedic 
- they all say the quicker you get to a survivor 
the more chance they have. 

“Lady Justice Hallett should have taken more 
of the survivors’ testimonies into account to look 
at what was happening in our own underground 
battleground.” 

Mrs Rhodes was one of the hundreds caught 
up in the atrocities of six years ago when 52 
people were killed and 700 injured after three 
tube trains and a bus were blown up by Islamic 
extremists inspired by A1 Qaeda leader, Osama 
Bin Laden. 

She was travelling to work on the underground 
train blown up near King’s Cross station. 

The grandmother-of-two was about to get off 
when she was thrown forward into a pole and 
knocked unconscious in the blast. 

As well as severe injuries to her face she suf¬ 
fered injuries to her chest and leg. 

Another Kent victim of the bombings was 
Philip Russell, 28, who was killed in the bus 
bombing at Tavistock Square days before his 
29 th birthday.

His parents, who live in East Peckham, said 
their son lived his life “doing the deeds of a true 
gentleman”. 

Following the inquest verdict, his father 
Grahame told reporters there were still issues 
and concerns but he had to let go of them to 
avoid becoming bitter. 

He said he hoped the coroner’s recommenda¬ 
tions could help people in the future, but said 
they did not bring his son back.

LAW students should not be expected to cover 
for cuts to legal aid funding, says the director of 
Kent’s award-winning law clinic. 

The Ministry of Justice aims to cut the legal aid 
bill by £350 million over four years, with family 
cases including child access, domestic disputes 
and divorce expected to be hardest hit. 

Kent Law School offers a pro bono 
(voluntary) service to residents in need, 
but director John Fitzpatrick says students 
should not be relied upon to cover for the 
reduction in funding as they already have a 
full caseload. 

“The danger is that as legal aid funding 
recedes and it becomes more difficult for peo¬ 
ple to get help, they will rely more on pro-bono 
services such as ours,” he added. 

“But we are always at breaking point and cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t want to be seen as being able to 
take up any of the slack by legal aid funding not 
being available. We don’t want to become the 
safety net. 

“We are an educational establishment first 
and foremost - not a legal service. 

“We have a first-come, first-served protocol

and will only take on cases if we have the staff 
and expertise available.” 

Last March Kent Law School - part of the 


University of Kent - won best law school at the 
annual LawWorks and Attorney General stu¬ 
dent pro-bono awards. 

One of the reasons for its victory was the 
way in which it weaves pro-bono work into its 
syllabus, with students encouraged to base their 
dissertations on issues arising from real-life cases 
on which they have acted. 

For example, in September last year the 
clinic helped win £44,000 in compensation 
for a Ramsgate bar manager who was wrong¬ 
fully dismissed after suffering racist abuse. 

Under plans announced by the Government 
last year, legal aid will only be made routinely 
available in cases where an applicant’s life or 
liberty is at stake. 

The proposals, intended to reduce an annual 
bill of £2 billion, is thought likely to reduce the 
number of civil legal aid cases by 500,000. 

But Prof Fitzpatrick said he thought the 
planned cuts were too great 

He added: “Legal aid is expensive but a society 
that values the role of law must also value access 
to that law. As far as I’m concerned, it’s a price 
worth paying. ”

Shake-up of care system would give 
social workers time with children

A PROPOSED shake-up of the UK child 
protection system has been cautiously 
welcomed by the councillor charged 
with turning around Kent’s crisis-hit 
department. 

Social policy expert Professor Eileen 
Munro concluded in a review for the 
Government that frontline social 
workers should regain the freedom 
to decide what is best for children, 
and that a reduction in the current 
high level of bureaucracy is needed 
to strengthen measures aimed at pre¬ 


venting another Baby P tragedy. 

Kent County Council is rebuilding 
its child protection service after an 
Ofsted inspection last year revealed 
vulnerable youngsters were at risk of 
harm, due to severe failings in several 
key areas of the department. 

Jenny Whittle, cabinet member for 
specialist children’s services, agreed 
that cutting red tape was necessary. 

“There’s a massive amount of 
recording that social workers have to 
do,” she said. “They should be freed 
up to spend more time developing 
relationships with vulnerable children 
and families. 


“We need to make sure we are 
recording what we need without 
bureaucracy getting in the way. 

“One of the problems with our own 
child protection service was that we 
introduced a recording system that 
was very slow. We’ve now introduced 
a series of short-term fixes to speed up 
the process.” 

The Government is investing 
£80 million in child protection reforms 
this year, and Education Secretary 
Michael Gove asked Professor Munro 
to focus on whether red tape and 
targets have been getting in the way of 
good practice. 


The expert from the London School 
of Economics recommended scrap¬ 
ping centrally-prescribed timescales 
for procedures such as social work 
assessments, but Cllr Whittle said she 
did not agree. 

She added: “If you don’t have times¬ 
cales then you risk losing discipline.” 

Cllr Whittle was also disappointed 
the Munro report made no mention of 
problems in the court system. 

She said: “The judicial system does 
not trust the judgements of social 
workers, and I hope that will change 
if they are allowed to spend more time 
with vulnerable families.”

One of the findings of the Munro 
report was that social workers did not 
stay on the frontline long enough to 
become “really good” at the job. 

Cllr Whittle said: “Good social work¬ 
ers are promoted quickly and taken 
off the frontli n e. We need a role that’s 
recognised nationally so the best staff 
can continue to work with families.”

Jail for teenager found 
with loaded gun and 
clown mask on train

A TEENAGER caught carrying 
a loaded semi-automatic pistol 
and a frightening clown mask 
has been jailed for three years. 

Mitchell Woods, 17, of 
Thrasher Close, Haggerston, 
east London, was sentenced 
at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday, May 9, after pleading 
guilty to possessing a prohibit¬ 
ed firearm and possessing am¬ 
munition without a certificate. 

The gun had previously been 
used in three gang shootings. 

Woods was arrested by a 
Kent Police Armed Response 
unit at Higham rail station in 
the early hours of January 29 
after a concerned commuter 
dialled 999 after overhearing 
Woods talking to some friends 
about carrying a gun. 

The 3 8-year-old man fol¬ 
lowed Woods into the wait¬ 
ing room at Chatham before 
engaging him in conversation 
and asking him if he was carry¬ 
ing a gun. Woods then pulled 
the gun from his bag while 
wearing a sock on his hand. 

Woods then handed the gun 
to the member of the public, 
before telling the man it was 
loaded, at which point he im¬ 
mediately handed it back. 

Kent Police Armed Response 
units boarded the train, which 
had been stopped at Higham. 

The member of the public, 
who was in the same carriage as 
Woods, pointed him out to offic¬ 
ers. The gun had a round loaded 
into the chamber, and there was 
also a clown mask in the bag. 

The National Ballistics In¬ 
telligence Service reported the 


gun had been previously used 
in three gang-related shoot¬ 
ings in London, including one 
where a person was shot three 
times with the weapon. 

During the hearing, His 
Honour Judge Michael Carroll 
commended the member of 
the public for his actions and 
directed that he receive £350 
from the High Sheriffs Fund by 
way of a reward. 

Det Con Bob Gee of Britsh 
Transport Police said: “The 
member of the public showed 
incredible bravery in the face 
of what must have been a very 
frightening, intimidating situa¬ 


tion, and was deservedly com¬ 
mended by the court for his 
actions. I hope the three-year 
sentence sends out the clearest 
possible message that the con¬ 
sequences for those who are 
found to have live or imitation 
weapons are severe.” 

Woods was sentenced to 
three years’ detention after 
pleading guilty to possessing a 
prohibited firearm. He was also 
sentenced to three years’ de¬ 
tention - to run concurrently 
- for possessing ammunition 
without a certificate.

CHILD ABUSE 

Director: I’ll lose 
my home before 
I give up on kids

AN A WARD-winning director says he is willing 
to sacrifice his home if it means he can continue 
to raise awareness of abuse in childcare. 

Bill Maloney, 55, who edits most of his movies 
from a converted caravan in Whitstable, admits 
he and his wife Maria would rather live on the 
street than give up on abused youngsters. 

His latest production - Adam Rickwood and 
the Medomsley Heroes - has been made avail¬ 
able free on YouTube after a ban on the DVD 
was lifted. 

The documentary examines the plight of Adam, 
14, who committed suicide in 2004. An inquest 
ruled unlawful use of force by officers at Hassock- 
field Secure Training Centre, in County Durham, 
contributed to his death. 

The film was banned by a coroner until a 
second inquest into the youngster’s death had 
ended in January. 

Bill said: “The film was released after the first 
inquest, but the coroner tried to ban it before the 
second inquest because he was worried the jury 
would see it. First it was an invitation from him, 
then it was a request and then he threatened us 
with legal action. 

“We fight for people’s civil liberties and against 
child abuse, and we survive on DVD sales and 
donations. 

“But whether we survive or not, the work on 
our documentaries has been done. That’s why 
we’re putting it on the internet free, because peo¬ 
ple need that information about child abuse.” 

One of eight children born to an alcoholic fa-

ther and prostitute mother, Bill spent most of his 
early life in care with the rest of his brothers and 
sisters, all of whom were abused. 

But Bill was able to turn his life around and 
forge a career making films and documenta¬ 
ries, with his first creation, Lunatic, winning an 
award at the New York Film Festival. 

He has now focused his attentions almost 
entirely on movies to raise awareness of child 
abuse, such as the Medomsley Heroes film that 
also covers the abuse carried out at County Dur¬ 
ham’s infamous Medomsley detention centre in 
the 1970s and ‘80s. 

He said: “We will live on the streets if we have 
to. We have lived in a council flat in Lewisham 
for 30 years, but we’re looking at being thrown 
out because we’ve put everything into this.”

Approval given for quarry to 
be dug up for Kentish ragstone 


LARGE parts of an ancient 
woodland are to be dug up for 
Kentish ragstone. 

Kent County Council ap¬ 
proved plans for Hermitage 
Quarry, in Barming near Maid¬ 
stone, to expand into Oaken 
Wood next to its existing site. 

This decision has to go to 
Whitehall for approval because 
it is not currently included 
in the council’s local plan for 
mineral extraction. 

Before it was approved the 
Woodland Trust wrote to Eric 
Pickles, secretary of state for 
communities and local govern¬ 
ment, calling for an independ¬ 
ent review of the application. 

The trust claimed the propos¬ 
als contravened Government 
planning policy on biodiversity 
and geological conservation. 


In their letter to Mr Pickles, 
the trust said: “The proposal by 
Gallagher Aggregates Ltd will 
result in a significant loss of an¬ 
cient woodland - an irreplace¬ 
able natural resource which 
has taken centuries, even mil¬ 
lennia to evolve; home to more 
threatened species than any 
other habitat in the UK.” 

Under the plans, roughly 14 
per cent of the woodland will be 
quarried in 15 phases and the 
planning permission requires 
the setting up of a manage¬ 
ment board to oversee the site 
restoration following comple¬ 
tion of the quarrying. 

Following the approval of 
the plans on Tuesday, KCC 
committee chairman Cllr Rich¬ 
ard King said: “Objectors have 
argued the loss of irreplaceable 


ancient woodland and impact 
on wildlife is unacceptable. 

“On balance, however, 
members felt the job prospects 
and economic need for the rag¬ 
stone to support construction, 
and benefits of the project, out¬ 
weighed these objections.” 

A spokesman for Gallagher 
Aggregate Ltd said: “Part of the 
application looked at other sites 
and none of them have good 
quality stone and are close to 
the highways. 

“Our permitted reserves ex¬ 
pire in three to four years and 
then Kent would have to import 
aggregate. We directly employ 
50 people and about a further 
three or four times as many via 
supply chains, if we do not get 
the application approved we 
would end up closing.”

Kent’s stars of music and business defy 
downturn to win places on the Rich List

MUSIC legends, rice produc¬ 
ers and even Roman royalty 
are among those representing 
Kent in the Sunday Times’ 
22nd annual Rich List. 

Since 1989 the newspaper 
has published a league table of 
the wealthiest people in Britain, 
and this year a number of col¬ 
ourful characters from the Gar¬ 
den of England are featured. 

Among them are Rolling 
Stones rock gods Sir Mick Jag- 
ger and Keith Richards - who 
attended school together in 
Dartford - former Dover Col¬ 
lege student and X Factor boss 
Simon Cowell, and Live Aid 
creator and Faversham resi¬ 
dent Sir Bob Geldof. 

Folkestone-based business¬ 
men Roger and Peter De Haan 
are Kent’s wealthiest repre¬ 
sentatives on the Rich List, 
having been ranked at 87th 
with a combined wealth of 


about £800 million. 

“London and the South East 
still dominate the Rich List,” 
said compiler Philip Beresford. 

“They represent nearly 5 3 per 
cent of the top 1,000 and also 
have a disproportionate share of 
the wealth with nearly £245 bil¬ 
lion between them - just under 
62 per cent of the total.” 

While this year’s Rich List is 
again made up of mostly busi¬ 
nessmen and A-list celebrities, 
space has also been reserved 
for multi-millionaires who ob¬ 
tained their wealth through 
inheritance and divorce. 

Prince Jonathan Pamphilj 
and his sister Princess Gesine 
Doria Pamphilj, for example, 
now have a combined wealth 
of £5 00m following the death 
of their adoptive parents. 

Their father Frank Pogson 
- a former British naval frigate 
commander from Kent - mar¬ 
ried into one of Italy’s richest 
families after the end of World 
War Two, and with his wife 



Princess Orietta Doria Pamphilj 
brought the siblings up in a Ro¬ 
man palace that now houses 
one of the greatest private art 
collections in the world.

is ranked 230 on Ireland’s Rich 
List, while Dover-born singer 
Joss Stone is the 26th richest 
young person with £9m. 

Also included in the main 
Rich List are Peter Cullum 
(£450m) and the O’Rourke 
family (£315m) - owners of 
the Maidstone-based insur¬ 
ance firm Towergate and the 
Dartford building company La- 
ing O’Rourke respectively. 

Tunbridge Wells resident

Thanks for nothing, Nick 


Canterbury Lib Dem Leader Cllr ALex Perkins says his party’s poor results 
in the council elections is the fault of Clegg’s support for the Coalition 


THE local elections on May 5 
were, for most people, the first 
real chance they’ve had to 
demonstrate their opinion of 
the Coalition Government. 

There’s been hand-wringing, 
ranting, rioting, and a plethora 
of opinions in newspapers - but 
this was the first time a ballot 
could be used to register approv¬ 
al or otherwise of the Coalition. 

So May 5 was never going to 
be a good day to be a Lib Dem. 

However, it gets worse. Nick 
Clegg demanded the AV refer¬ 
endum take place on the same 
day as council elections. 

So Lib Dems across the 
county weren’t even given the 
chance to stand or fall on their 
record in local government. 
However well they’d served 
communities, thanks to Nick 
Clegg poisoning the well of Brit¬ 
ish politics, for most Lib Dems it 
was like sending your opening 
batsmen to the crease only for 
them to find, the moment the 
first balls were bowled, their 


bats had been broken before 
the game by the team captain. 

A ‘local election’ is supposed 
to be a verdict on the council 
over the previous four years. 
But it’s never that simple. 

Doubtless some people did 
vote on the basis of local issues. 
But a great many voted on how 
they felt about the Coalition 
- and others were motivated by 
the referendum. And it showed! 

Polling stations across Kent 
were swamped with people who 
turned out to vote ‘no’. Turn-out 
was up from what is expected 
for a council election - and with 
seven out of 10 of those extra 
voters motivated to support a 
Tory N02AV campaign, that 
had a disastrous effect on Lib 
Dem fortunes. 

Some people - who had gone 
simply to vote in the referen¬ 
dum - had no idea about who 
runs their council or is sup¬ 
posed to have fixed the pave¬ 
ments. They would have been 
mystified by the complicated, 


often multi-member, coun¬ 
cil ballot paper they had been 
handed along with the simple 
yes/no referendum ballot. In 
my ward in Canterbury dozens 
of council ballot papers ended 
up stuffed into ballot-boxes 
without any cross on them. 

A great many however, 
turning out as they had due to 
the deceitful anti-AV campaign 
promoted by David Cameron, 
cast their votes in the council 
elections in same proportions 
they had in the referendum. 
The day was lost. 

But that was just the start of it. 
Often, in elections, particularly 
in Tory-dominated areas like 
Kent, discerning anti-Tory vot¬ 
ers check who is in second place 
and vote for them. In my neck of 
the woods, that would normally 
benefit the Lib Dems. But can 
you blame them if they decided 
not to vote tactically this time? 

I’m just a councillor, and 
because I, and many Lib Dems 
in Canterbury, don’t think the

Coalition is a good thing is ir¬ 
relevant. Nick Clegg has appar¬ 
ently spoken for all of us. 

He’s supporting a govern¬ 
ment hell-bent on destroying

only tactical Labour supporters 
against us - but even some of 
our own Lib Dems. In this area 
at least this means only one 
thing - more Tories in power. 

One of my best friends was go¬ 
ing to stand for the Lib Dems in 
Canterbury. But he wasn’t will¬ 
ing to stand for a party that votes 
with Tories to cut EMA, increase 
student fees and is threatening 
to destroy our NHS. 

He chose to leave. I won’t. 
I’m staying. Staying ‘til I’ve 
either forced the party back on 
to a centre-left track - or they 
chuck me out. 

We lost five of our 14 council 
seats in Canterbury last week. 
And next door in Herne Bay 
they lost four out of five.

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Rubbish told 
over UK debt 

I FELT obliged to write in 
following my study of peo¬ 
ple’s misled reactions to the 
Government’s spending cuts. 

I fail to see how we can 
accept such drastic cuts to 
our lifestyles, our culture and 
our livelihoods with a pitiful 
explanation of “it’s neces¬ 
sary”. This deficit is no larger 
than it has been for 200 years 
and the rubbish reasoning of 
“there are no alternatives” is 
an insult to our intelligence. Of 
course there are alternatives. 

Maybe if Cameron’s 
billionaire friends hadn’t 
been making money out of 
the recession he would be 
more inclined to invest in the 
economy to effectively pull us 
out of it. We created the NHS 
under the shadow of a reces¬ 
sion, so if we’ve done it before 
we can do it again. 

As free-thinking individuals 
it is our responsibility to look 
for the facts and not just lap up 
the rubbish we’re fed. 

The facts are simple: failures 
in the world’s financial system 
created a recession which 


inevitably created a deficit. To 
encourage re-growth within 
the economy it is absurd to 
suggest cuts to spending: we 
should be investing. While the 
national debt is higher than 
it’s been for some time, it’s still 
lower than it’s been for most 
of the last century. Debt has 
often been higher in the past 
- and it goes up after national 
emergencies such as wars and 
worldwide recessions. 

The first thing we have to 
do here is junk the idea that 
the national economy is like a 
household’s. Every time a poli¬ 
tician says we have to do with 
the nation’s finances what a 
prudent householder would do 
with a credit card bill, you can 
stop listening. It’s nonsense. 

The fact is the rich got richer 
during the recession. After the 
initial loss from the financial 
crisis, a stock market rebound 
helped the world’s ranks of 
millionaires climb by 17 per 
cent to 10 million, while their 
collective wealth surged 19 
per cent to $39 trillion. So 
while you miss out on quality, 
vital services due to cutbacks 
remember people are making 
money. 

I certainly did not gamble 
unfathomable amounts of 


money away on risky rumour- 
led banking predictions. I 
just paid my taxes. I haven’t 
enjoyed the financial benefit of 
an off-shore tax haven saving 
me trillions of pounds. I just 
went to work. 

But it is our university fees 
that will triple. It is our job 
prospects looking empty. And 
it will be our futures that are 
tainted and disregarded.

In urgent need 
of cycle safety 

CYCLING should be reason¬ 
ably safe on ‘C‘ class roads, but 
sadly this is not the case. 

Take a key route from 
Pluckley to Hothfield, (along 
Swan Lane and Little Chart 
Road): this is an unrestricted 
speed, motorists’ rat-run which 
cyclists are forced to avoid. 

Bockham Lane (from the 
M20 to Wye, etc), is a narrow 
unrestricted speed rat-run, as 
is Oxenturn road, near Wye, 


part of which is National Cycle 
Route 18. None of these lanes 
have pavements and most have 
a 60mph maximum speed limit 
which is far too fast. Narrow 
lanes are effectively ‘shared- 
space’ and the maximum 
should therefore be 20 mph. 

For cycle routes to qualify 
for national and European 
long-distance paths status, 
they must conform to certain 
conditions one of which is that 
where they are on-road, the 
number of motor vehicles us¬ 
ing that road must not exceed 
1,000 vehicles per day. 

The National Cycling Strat¬ 
egy compares the UK’s low 
level of cycling and notes that 
while Switzerland has more 
hills, Sweden has colder win¬ 
ters, and Germany more cars, 
each has five times the number 
of cycle trips than in the UK. 

The reason is our negligible 
provision to foster cycling and 
consequent poor safety records 
compared with our Continen¬ 
tal counterparts. 

Traffic-calming on rural 
roads is woefully inadequate, 
when will the council make 
an effort to make our country 
lanes more people-friendly?

Card users are nit 
by higher interest

MILLIONS of credit-card users who 
do not pay off their balances in full 
every month are being stung by 
higher interest charges. 

Nearly 20 card issuers have put up 
their rates since the start of 2011, as 
opposed to just four during the same 
period last year - even though the 
Bank of England has kept the base 
rate at its record low of 0.5pc during 
that time. 

The statisticians at Money facts. 
co.uk have calculated that the aver¬ 
age interest rate now stands at 19. lpc 

- the highest level for 13 years. 

“At the start of 2011, card provid¬ 
ers moved to a ‘positive order of re¬ 
payments’ as recommended by the 
Office for Fair Trading, which has 
dented the revenue levels they can 
earn from customers,” said Money- 
facts spokesman Michelle Slade. 

“Card providers have also been hit 
by the PPI ruling, which has seen 
them having to repay money to cus¬ 
tomers deemed to have been mis-sold 
the insurance.” 

The positive order of repayments 
involves card companies prioritising 
customers’ payments to those items 
accruing the most interest. 

Previously, most providers would 
use any payments to clear interest- 
free balance transfers first, with the 
most expensive items remaining on 
the account until last, all the while 
accruing further interest. 

The change has resulted in card 
companies seeing their income fall 

- hence the rise in rates. 

“There has been a sharp increase 
in the number of providers raising 
the interest rates charged on their 
credit cards,” said Miss Slade. 

“Several of the biggest provid¬ 
ers of cards, including Barclaycard, 
Halifax, Royal Bank of Scotland and 
Santander, have been party to the 
increases. It is unlikely we have seen 
the last of the increases and we ex¬ 
pect more providers to follow suit.”

Radical rethink is needed

Q My son uses a Sony PlayStation, 
but because he is young I let him 
register in my name. When the 
network was shut down last month, 

I was alarmed at the explanation that 
this was done because hackers had got 
into Sony’s computer files and stolen 
the personal details of millions of cus¬ 
tomers, including credit card numbers. 
Is there anything I should be doing 
to guard against identity theft as a 
result, and should I take out insurance 
against losing any money? If so, could I 
reclaim the cost from Sony? 

A This has been a huge blow for 
Sony, and a big worry for its 
customers. The hackers got 
away with personal information on 
three million people in Britain alone 
- and an estimated 70 million in the 
rest of the world. Should you be wor¬ 
ried? Not necessarily, but you should 
be careful. Check your bank statements 
and credit card spending, and if there 
are any unexplained items then tell 
your bank and card company imme¬ 
diately. Consider applying for a copy 
of your own credit agency file as well, 
from one of the big checking firms like 
Equifax (www.equifax.co.uk). This 
normally costs just £2. If the file shows 
that a loan or finance company has 
been making enquiries about you, 
and you have not applied for any such 
loan, this could be a sign that someone 
is using your name. You can insure 
against identity theft, but it is prob¬ 
ably more expensive than it is worth. 
You are not responsible for spending 
made by a fraudster using your name, 
unless perhaps you have done some¬ 
thing silly like telling people your card 
Pin. The main result of being a victim 
of identity theft is inconvenience, 
since your own accounts and cards 
are likely to be frozen until your bank 
is convinced that you really are you, 
and not the imposter. Sony is working 
on plans for insurance to cover all its 
customers whose personal data was 
stolen. It has announced cover worth 
$lm (about £600,000) for its Ameri¬ 
can customers, so before you make any 
decision on insuring, wait and see what 
the company does for its British game 
players. 

Q Last December we booked a 
holiday in Tunisia. When the 
trouble started there, we tried to 
cancel but were persuaded it would be 
safe by the time we fly out on July 30. 

It did go quiet, but now there has been 
more trouble. Would we be within our 
rights to cancel and reclaim our money 
from the tour operator or our travel 
insurer? 

There have been demonstra¬ 
tions in the capital Tunis, and 
a nightly curfew is in force. But 
the Foreign Office says the only part 
of the country you should definitely 
avoid is within about 2 5 miles of the 
border with Libya, where fighting has 
sometimes spilled over into Tunisia. 


There are no restrictions on travel to 
the main tourist resorts, and as long 
as the Foreign Office says these areas 
are safe, your tour operator will go 
ahead, your flight will leave, and your 
insurance company will not pay up if 
you cancel. 

Q My wife’s father passed away 
recently. He was a widower, 
and in his will he has left almost 
everything to his sister, who never 
married. My wife and I are comfortably 
off, and there is no resentment about 
this. However, according to the solici¬ 
tor, there will definitely be inheritance 
tax to pay on my father-in-law’s estate. 
His sister is herself frail and elderly, so 
if she dies, is there any way to avoid a 
second inheritance tax bill? 

A If inheritance tax is paid, and 
the person who inherits dies 
not much later, then the tax 
man will not expect a second bite at 
the cherry. This is called ‘quick suc¬ 
cession relief. If your father-in-law’s 
sister dies within a year of inheriting, 
there will be no further tax bill. If she 
lives for five years, then normal rules 
apply and tax will be due on her death. 

9 1 would like a personal loan to 
pay off card debts and get my 
life back on track. I need about 
3 and I can repay this over the 
next five years. Who do you recom¬ 
mend as a lender? 

A Assuming you have a steady 
income and show you can 
afford the repayments, you 
should have no problems. Tesco (0845 
600 6768) charges 7.4pc interest and 
offers personal loans repayable over 
as long as 10 years. Or try Nationwide 
(0800 30 20 10), which has just cut 
its personal loan rates. If you have 
a Nationwide Flexaccount, typical 
interest is 7pc. 

Q I am a student. If I work in the 
vacations, how much can I earn 
without paying tax? Also, I have 
some savings and tax is deducted from 
the interest. Can I reclaim it? 

You should only pay tax if your 
income for the financial year 
from April 6 goes above £7,475. 
Stay below this figure and you can 
also reclaim tax deducted from savings 
interest. Your bank or building society 
can give you an exemption form so 
future interest will be paid in full.

A NEW twist on the concept of a 
pensions lottery was introduced into 
the wider debate about retirement 
saving this week. 

The combination of pensions 
inadequacy and soaring care costs 
meant a radical rethink of the 
structure of the industry was 
necessary to avoid widespread 
pensioner poverty in the future, said 
a new report. 

Ros ALtmann, director general of 


Folkestone-based Saga, said it would 
be sensible to rename pensions and 
offer Lottery prizes to savers. 

"It is absolutely vital that we rein¬ 
vigorate Long-term savings. 

"People have Lost faith in pen¬ 
sions and many have put no money 
aside for retirement, never mind for 
Long-term care. 

"Saving more is important, 
perhaps we can rename private 
pensions and have Lottery prizes to

A massive 
increase 
in shorter 
phone deals 



A MAJOR reshuffle in the way mobile phone 
deals work has seen the average length of 
contracts reduce dramatically, but at a price. 

New EU legislation has banned the sale of 36- 
month long mobile phone contracts and forced 
providers to offer 12-month deals. 

As well as protecting consumers from getting 
trapped into lengthy contracts, the move has led 
to a massive increase in the number of 12-month 
deals available. 

In fact, the number of 12-month contracts 
on the market has rocketed from just 279 in 
February to 4,765 at the start of May. 

That figure compares to the 3,300 deals 
removed from the market as a result of the 
36-month ban. 

But there is a price to pay because the cost of 
the cheapest available "pay monthly" deal has 
almost doubled from £5 to £9 a month. 

Longer contracts enable providers to reduce 
monthly bills for consumers, as they have longer 
to claw back their costs. 

So the death of the 36-month contract has 
already signalled the end of some of the cheapest 
deals on the market. 

According to Uswitch.com, this also means free 
phones are under threat, especially smartphones. 

The sought-after phones were the biggest rea¬ 
sons behind the growth of longer-term contracts 
as providers could reclaim their higher costs by 
tying the customer into a long contract. 

As a result, getting hold of a smartphone will 
now come at a higher price. 

Ernest Doku, technology expert at Uswitch, 
said: "This new ruling has not only culled the 


growth of lengthy contracts, but has also opened 
the door to a new wave of 12-month deals; great 
news for those savvy customers who want the 
freedom to move around each year. 

“Originally lured by cheap monthly costs, three 
years down the line consumers were finding 
themselves saddled with an obsolete phone, not 
to mention a contract that no longer suited their 
needs. With over 3,000 36-month deals on the 
market before the ban, this law was brought in 
just in time. However, it isn't all good news. As a 


general rule, the longer the contract, the lower 
the monthly fee. 

"Providers may compensate themselves by 
stopping to offer the latest handsets for free on 
shorter contracts. 

"This is potentially bad news for those people 
who can't afford the initial cost of a shiny new 
phone." 

Mr Doku said people needed to consider what 
they wanted from their phone, how they intended 
to use it and ultimately what they could afford. 


Shop around to find the 
best car insurance deals 


NEW rules over the renewal of mo¬ 
tor insurance are likely to mean 
more drivers will shop around for 
the best deals, although a significant 
minority of people seem to be pre¬ 
pared to take a chance and risk being 
fined. 

From June, “continuous insur¬ 
ance enforcement” (CIE) will make it 
illegal to own a vehicle without valid 
insurance unless it has been declared 
off-road. Car owners who fail to in¬ 
sure their vehicles could ultimately 
see them seized and crushed. 

Research carried out by price-com¬ 
parison service Moneysupermarket. 
com suggests that 56pc of motorists

will be more vigilant and will search 
for better deals on their insurance. 

“Uninsured drivers cost the indus¬ 
try £500m each year, which as a re¬ 
sult adds an average of £30 to every 
motorist’s premium,” said Peter Har¬ 
rison, of Moneysupermarket. 

“Our own research has found 
a staggering one in six UK motor¬ 
ists has admitted to driving a car 
uninsured. 

“With CIE legislation coming into 
force next month, this should help 
drive down the number of uninsured 


drivers on our roads - a move which 
can be only applauded. 

“All motorists still need to be vigi¬ 
lant, though - especially leisure driv¬ 
ers or motorbike enthusiasts who 
use their vehicles only occasionally 
and let their insurance lapse in the 
meantime.” 

Mr Harrison said a worrying 
number of people claimed the new 
rules would simply make them au¬ 
tomatically renew their policies with 
their existing insurers, while lOpc 
of motorists quizzed in the poll said 
the change would not affect how 
they insured their cars, and they 
would be prepared to accept any 


fines imposed if they were caught 
without cover. 

“The legislation will go a long way 
towards encouraging people to shop 
around at renewal time to find better 
deals on their insurance,” he said. 

“That said, there are clearly still 
motorists out there who will just 
accept renewal quotes out of con¬ 
venience - a bank-breaking move I 
would advise against. 

“With insurance premiums ris¬ 
ing on average by 44p a day, or by 
31pc last year, shopping around for 
the best deal is crucial to ensure you 
aren’t paying over the odds for your 
car insurance.”

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Proposal could be breath 
of fresh air for Sheerness

A DANISH wind-turbine firm has promised 
huge investment and the creation of 2,000 jobs 
in north Kent if it receives backing from Govern¬ 
ment for orders of its new product. 

Vestas Wind Systems has announced plans 
to develop an area the size of 93 football pitches 
at the Port of Sheerness to build a production 
centre for their new wind turbines. 

The supersized V164-7.0MW model is as tall 
as the Gherkin tower in London and twice as 
powerful as the turbines already placed off the 
Thanet coast. The possible investment could be 
a big boost to the county, which in February 
received the news that pharmaceutical giant 
Pfizer was to close its plant in Sandwich, with 
the loss of 2,400 jobs. 

However, Anders Soe-Jensen, president of Ves¬ 
tas Offshore, has warned that the company will 
only make the investment if it receives the right 
backing from the Government and Kent County 
Council. Soe-Jensen explained that political en¬ 
couragement for wind-farm providers to do busi¬ 
ness would increase demand for their product. 

He said: “We have shown our intentions to 
make major investments and subsequent job- 
creation, but it is evident that we don’t just jump 
head first into an investment of this size. 

“We need to make sure it makes sense 
business-wise. Before our customers can provide 
us with the needed order pipeline, they need to 
see stability in the market and a long-term politi¬ 
cal and regulatory certainty that ensures their

business case. Making that happen lies in the 
hands of the policy-makers, so we are looking 
forward to seeing the UK government provid¬ 
ing the best possible terms for the offshore wind 
industry to truly take off and the potential jobs 
become a reality.” 

Vestas says it has chosen the site on Sheppey 
because Sheerness docks are highly accessible 
by boat from other north European countries. 


Soe-Jensen said: “We looked at the land re¬ 
quired, access to deep sea and demographics of 
workforce. We made a very big equation includ¬ 
ing sailing times to construction sites in the UK 
and on the Continent. We put in all our numbers 
and Sheerness came out on top.” 

If the plans go ahead, turbine blades as long as 
nine double-decker buses will be built at the port 
due to their inability to be transported by road.

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Creative approach 
has weathered the 
storm of recession 


The BIG Interview 

Reporter Nick Ames talks to 
Creative Foundation spokesman 
Peter Bettley, right, about the 
challenge of rejuvenating a 
forgotten part of town and the 
secrets of success in the run-up to 
the second Folkestone Triennial. 



N INE years ago, plans were 
unveiled to transform 
a previously-neglected 
area of Folkestone. The 
Old High Street and Ton¬ 
tine Street, which both 
run to the harbour and its un¬ 
used railway station, had suffered 
years of indifference from residents and 
businesses. 

Shops were closing their doors, the 
cross-Channel ferry link had long gone 
and hardly anyone bothered to even 
take a walk through a distinctly un¬ 
loved part of town. 

But a partnership emerged between 
Nick Ewbank, who ran the Metropole 
Arts Centre, and businessman Roger 
De Haan, formerly boss of holiday com¬ 
pany Saga and a multi-millionaire. 

So was born the Creative Foundation 
- a pioneering bid to use art and culture 
to regenerate the run-down streets and 
its closed properties. 

Now, as Folkestone prepares for its 
second time in the spotlight of European 
culture with its Triennial set for June, 
the group says its progress is ahead of 
schedule - despite the recession. 

Peter Bettley is spokesman for the 
Creative Foundation. 

He said: “If we had been able to pre¬ 
dict when we started where we would 
be now, then our current position 
would be viewed as a success. 

“Other similar regeneration projects 
have examined our achievements and 
the feeling seems to be that we have 
made 20 years' progress in the six that 
we have actually been in operation.” 

So far the foundation has spent some 
£40 million transforming the area. Of 
that, 93 per cent has come from a char¬ 


itable trust established by De Haan to 
regenerate the town. 

The rest has come from grant¬ 
making bodies and public funds and 
has been spent on educational facili¬ 
ties such as the University Centre and 
The Cube adult-education project, as 
well as the Ouarterhouse performance 
venue, which has hosted musical, stage 
and comedy performances, along with 
visiting speakers. 

Businesses to have opened along the 
two streets include galleries and art 
studios. There are shops selling curios, 
one of which is dedicated to military 
history and relics. 

There is also a number of restaurants, 
bars, pubs and cafes. 

Bettley said: “When the project first 
started, shops and homes were becom¬ 
ing derelict and the ferries had depart¬ 
ed. But the area still had a lot of charac¬ 
ter and real potential which we felt we 
could and should exploit. 

“Roger [De Haan] realised that any 


regeneration plan had to have sus¬ 
tainable longevity and so the Creative 
Foundation was born, buying freeholds 
outright and supervising and manage- 
ing the properties. 

“They were let out to creative people 
with ideas and businesses who shared 
some of the aims and objectives first 
put forward to use the arts as a way 
of bringing this part of the town to life 
once again. 

“People who wanted to be part 
of what we were trying to do 
started coming to the town in 2005. 

“One of the first to arrive was artist 
Shane Record, and he is still with us and 
thriving - albeit in bigger premises.” 

About a quarter of the foundation’s 
properties are occupied by shops - the 
rest are homes, workplaces, galleries 
and studios. 

“Some of our real successes are be¬ 
hind closed doors,” said Bettley. “These 
are people and businesses who are not 
just selling to Folkestone. They are 
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using agents in London and elsewhere 
and the internet to sell their works to 
whoever wants to purchase them.” 

The foundation’s leasing offers ‘easy 
in, easy out’ terms and cut back on 
much of the bureaucracy found in 
the market. 

It also prides itself on refurbishing 
property to a high standard, while ac¬ 
commodation rents are charged at mar¬ 
ket prices. 

But as regeneration was gaining 
momentum, so came the recession. 

Bettley said: “By 2007 it was obvious 
we were facing a big challenge. 

“But the following year we had the 
first Triennial, and Folkestone quickly 
drew a fair amount of attention and 
experienced a boom. 

“This had the effect of putting off the 
economic downturn as experienced by 
us and the recession started to hit us in 
late 2009 and 2010. 

“The financial downturn started to 
hit our tenants and some of them found 
their businesses difficult to maintain. 

“Some adapted and found other mar¬ 
kets, but at the worst time, for every two 
businesses that opened we lost one. 

“However, many were companies 
that did not need vast capital reserves 
to continue and were able to sustain 
themselves. In 2010 we never felt that 
we could no longer go on. 

“The foundation was always a project 
focusing on long-term goals and objec¬ 
tives. Some of the leases are for periods 
up to 125 years. 

“Then there was the second Trien¬ 
nial, which opens next month, and that 
was always something we felt would 
bring a boost to the area - just as the 
previous event did. 

“Already attention on the town 
and interest in what is coming up 
are mounting. 

“Over the last two months there has 
been a decidedly positive feeling, a real 
spring in the step for the area. 

“In that period we have lost five busi¬ 
nesses. But we have gained 12 and an¬ 
other 23 have renewed a lease. 

“In my view that is a hell of a hit rate 
- a massive vote of confidence. 

“During 2010 we worked hard to 
ensure people would stay with us. By 
the summer we expect another three 
restaurants to be opened to add to the 
three already operating. 

“When we started, we were very 
impatient and we set some very ambi¬ 
tious targets. But we are on course.” 


The Triennial 


ONLY a few weeks from now 
we will be enjoying the second 
Folkestone Triennial - the free 
exhibition that puts the town 
in the spotlight by presenting 
contemporary art in the public 
domain.

Flew Locke is suspending some 
100 model ships collected from 
around the world in the nave of St 
Mary and St Eanswythe's Church, 
the oldest building in Folkestone. 

Norwegian artist Anne 
Katrine Dolven will install a huge 
disused 16th-century tenor bell 
on the seafront, with a specially- 
cast handle allowing visitors to 
ring it. 

Scottish artist Ruth Ewan will 
create decimalised clock faces 
across the town, everywhere 
from the old town hall to a Local 
taxi, to tell French Revolutionary 
time.

Popular Battle 
of Britain tour 
draws visitors

MILITARY history and nostal¬ 
gia tours are big business at the 
moment, and a highly popular 
one has just been reinstated on 
the county’s coastline. 

Battle of Britain fans are once 
again being offered the chance 
to join an expert-led tour of 
the area that saw much of the 
aerial action of 1940. 

The Battle of Britain Memo¬ 
rial Trust has arranged anoth¬ 
er fascinating tour of the east 
Kent countryside on Saturday, 
June 4, when the public will be 
able to hear from Wing Com¬ 
mander Bob Foster, Hurricane 
pilot with No 605 Squadron 
during the battle. 

The trust was unable to of¬ 
fer tours last year because of 
other commitments during the 
70th anniversary year but has 
revived the events this year in 
response to demand 

Some of the fiercest aerial 
combat of the battle took place 
in what became known as Hell- 
fire Corner over the Folkestone 
and Dover area, and those who 
join the tour will hear tales of 
bravery and determination as 
the RAF defended the country 
against the Luftwaffe. 

The tour guide is Geoff Simp¬ 
son, a member of the RAF 
Historical Society and the au¬ 
thor of many works on the 
battle, including A Dictionary 
Of The Battle Of Britain, pub¬ 
lished with the trust. 

Mr Simpson, a Battle Of Brit¬ 
ain Memorial trustee, will set 
the scene for the tour and pro¬ 
vide a running commentary on 
a coach trip around sites asso¬ 
ciated with the battle. 

Lunch will include the 
chance to hear from Wing 
Commander Foster, one of the 
surviving members of those 
Churchill epitomised as “The 
Few” and a life vice-president 
of the trust. 

The tour is expected to take 
in the Swingate (Dover) Chain 
Home masts, the airfield site at 
Lympne and the village of El- 
ham, site of a dump for German 
aircraft and many incidents 
during the Battle of Britain. 

It will also visit the museum 
at Hawkinge, which has a re¬ 
markable collection of artefacts 
from the battle, and Hawkinge 
New Cemetery, where both 
British and German aircrew 
are buried. 

The site that was chosen at 
Capel-le-Ferne for a national 


memorial played its part in 
both world wars. 

Airships were moored there 
during the 1914-18 conflict, 
and in 1941 the construction 
of a gun battery began. Much 
of the personnel accommoda¬ 
tion was underground, includ¬ 
ing a ‘hospital’ or large sick 
quarters. 

By the end of 1942, naval 
pattern 8-inch guns had been 


installed in sites 40 feet deep, 
protected by concrete walls that 
were six to eight feet thick. 

Legend has it that the first 
ranging shot from Capel-le- 
Ferne struck Dungeness. The 
Army left around 1952. 

Places on the tours are lim¬ 
ited and they go fast. For fur¬ 
ther information, you can visit 
www.battleofbritainmemorial.

Academic 
approach to 
SME growth 

KENT Business School has launched the only 
university research-led programme in the 
country for growing small and medium-sized 
enterprises. 

The school, which comes under the umbrella 
of the University of Kent, is to offer business 
owners and managers a tailored package of 
courses aimed at raising performance using 
information gleaned from a four-year study into 
what drives SME improvement. 

Dr Mark Gilman - director of the university's 
centre for employment, competitiveness and 
growth - said the research investigated drivers 
of growth in the region's smaller companies and 
evaluated how they changed over time. 

"This research has directly informed our new 
programme for SMEs, which we believe makes 
it a unique offer from a UK university," he said. 

"There is no doubt the demise of Regional 
Development Agencies and the reduced func¬ 
tionality of other regional business advisory 
bodies such as Business Link means there is an 
opportunity for higher education institutions to 
fill the gap. 

"This is even more the case if universities can 
make use of research findings to inform their 
business development programmes. Universi¬ 
ties have the potential to help their regional 
SMEs grow, and that has to be good for the UK 
economy in these difficult times." 

Dr Gilman headed a four-year research study 
into SME performance from 2006-10 that was 
partly funded by the European Union. 

Among the key findings of the Promoting Sus¬ 
tainable Performance study was evidence about 
the importance of a firm's ability to absorb and 
exploit knowledge. 

According to Dr Gilman, firms that are open to 
external sources of advice and take advantage 
of opportunities for managerial learning and 
knowledge were found to seemingly outperform 
their competitors. 

Kent Business School's new programme for 
the region's SMEs is known as The Big (Business 
Improvement and Growth) Journey. 

It makes use of both business practitioners 
and academics to deliver a mix of master¬ 
classes and personal coaching to businesses. 
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Flooring firm nailing 
down talent of future

A FLOORING and ceramic tiling company has 
set up its own training centre to address a skills 
shortage in the industry. 

Ramsgate-based SW Flooring is helping to 
nurture the next generation of tradesmen in 
Thanet by offering free courses to Year 10 and 
11 pupils from the local area, and has committed 
to employing at least one new trainee per year. 

The company - run by managing director Si¬ 
mon Wallace, 42, and wife Concetta, 40 - also 
hosts workshops for flooring manufacturers 
who want to train staff on specific aspects of the 
trade. 

For example, Pallmann Seals has already 
signed up to run a course from the centre on 
Wednesday, June 8. 

Mr Wallace said: “If you want to progress your 
company you have to employ people, but we 
were struggling to find the right sort of worker 
because not enough young people were coming 
into the trade. 

“When you ask young people what trade they 
want to learn they will tell you they want to be 
an electrician or a plumber, but never a floor- 
layer. 

“I contacted a local college and said I would 
be happy to fund a floor-tiling course there, but 
they weren’t really interested, so I decided to 
build my own centre and do it myself.” 

SW Flooring moved from Margate to new 
purpose-built premises in Ramsgate about 10 
months ago, and has since formed partnerships 
with several local secondary schools. 

The firm has been in existence 
for about 12 years, employs 12 
members of staff and is an 
approved installer of all 
major floor manufactur¬ 
ers including Polyflor, A 
Tarkett, Uzin, F Ball, 

Haro, and Altro. 

Contracts recently 
completed by Mr Wal¬ 
lace’s team include 
the refurbishment of 
floor coverings at Dover 
Discovery Centre and a 
similar project at the Queen " 

Elizabeth the Queen Mother 
(QEQM) Hospital in Margate. 

Late last year it also completed work for fash¬ 
ion giant Calvin Klein and for the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal firm Pfizer, which has a research site in Sand¬ 
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POTENTIAL: SW Flooring hopes to build a pool of talented floor-layers through its training centre. The 
company runs courses for local schoolchildren, while manufacturers are also taking advantage 

interested in the work because we don’t just sit 
them down in the meeting room and lecture 
them all day. 

“For my business to grow I want to create my 
own staff, but I also want to get some enthusi¬ 
asm back into these young people so that they 
end up with the same passion for the trade as I 
have. There are various training courses run by 
local government, but that passion isn’t there. 

“I also want to help the local Thanet economy 
grow. Even if a young person decides he or she 
doesn’t want to become a floor-layer after tak¬ 
ing part in one of our courses, they will still learn 
vital life skills that will serve them well in the 
future. 

“We are short-listing the best students from 
each course and at the end of the year we will 
invite one back for a formal interview. 

“We’ve committed ourselves to take on one 
new employee every year, but if the work con¬ 
tinues to increase then we might be able to take 
on more.”

Singer keeps the romance alive 



Lively ABC frontman 
Martin Fry talks to 
Nick Ames about his 
upcoming charity gig 

MARTIN Fry shot to fame in the 1980s as 
he fronted ABC - a band who achieved huge 
commercial success and the critical acclaim 
that eluded many of their contemporaries. 

The Lexicon Of Love was a big hit album in 
the times when bands such as Spandau Ballet 
and Duran Duran ruled the airwaves. 

But unlike most of the ‘New Romantics’, with 
their coiffeured hair, synthesizers and videos 
shot on yachts, they had praise heaped upon 
them by the usually-cynical music press. 

The group’s first single, Tears Are Not 
Enough, made the UK Top 20 in 1981. 

The following year, the band released their 
debut album The Lexicon Of Love, which 
reached No 1 in the UK album chart. 

Produced by Trevor Horn, who later fronted 
The Buggies and Yes, it often featured in UK 
critics’ lists of favourite albums. 

It ranked 42nd in The Observer Music 
Monthly’s Top 100 British Albums in June 
2004 and 40th in 0 magazine’s 100 Greatest 
British Albums in June 2000. 

The band had three Top 10 hits during 1982: 
the singles Poison Arrow, The Look Of Love 
(Part One) and All Of My Heart. They also shot 
ambitious videos. 

Several of these songs are set to feature 
when ABC play the Music On The Hill festival 
in aid of Demelza Hospice and the Children’s 
Development Trust at Kings Hill, West Mailing, 
on Sunday, June 26. 

“Festivals are very important now as part of 
the music scene,” said Fry. “I play a lot of them 
now, it’s what music is all about. 

“It’s very different to when I started out. Back 
in the 80s there were only three TV channels 
- now you can do anything on a laptop. That is 
something I really like. 

“Someone recently asked me if there was 


anything I missed about the 80s, and I thought 
‘Margaret Thatcher? Knickerbocker glories?’. 
Then I thought there was one thing I did miss 
-Top Of The Pops. 

“The BBC really should bring that show back. 
It was great - a showcase for everyone involved 
in the music business. You’d see Des O’Connor 
on it and then LL Cool J. It was a real showcase, 
and music is missing that. 

“I used to love doing the show. You’d walk 
down the corridor and there would be David 
Bowie, or Mick Jagger, people I’d grown up 
listening to. There were other shows, but Top Of 
The Pops was just more intense. But I don’t look 
back - I’m enjoying life as it is now.” 

Between 1982 and 1992, ABC recorded 
five other studio albums - Beauty Stab, How 
to Be a...Zillionaire!, Alphabet City, Up and 
Abracadabra - and released a greatest-hits 
compilation, Absolutely. 


During this time, the band went through 
numerous line-up changes, with Fry and Mark 
White being the only permanent members. 

Following the Zillionaire album, ABC 
disappeared temporarily from the limelight 
while Fry was treated for Hodgkin’s disease. 

ABC split up in 1992, but Fry resurrected 
the name in 1997 for the album Skyscraping, 
a homage to several of his musical heroes, 
including Bowie, Roxy Music and The Sex 
Pistols. 

The album was a collaboration with Glenn 
Gregory of Heaven 17, and the band have 
toured extensively and performed live at events 
such as the 2001 Night of the Proms, where 
Fry was supported by a 72-piece orchestra and 
50-piece choir. 

In 2008, he released a new ABC album 
called Traffic and in April 2009 joined original 
drummer David Palmer at the Royal Albert 



Hall to perform the album Lexicon Of Love, 
accompanied by the BBC Concert Orchestra. 

Anne Dudley of the Art Of Noise, who 
arranged and played keyboards on the original 
record, conducted the performance. 

“I’m very interested in the music coming out 
now,” said Fry. “I was on a panel for the Ivor 
[Novello] Awards recently and had a whole 
load to go through. I really like Elbow, and 
there’s a band called Everything Everything, 
who I think are great. 

“Recently I bought new albums by The 
Human League and Duran Duran, and it 
seemed a bit surreal to be listening to them. 
Then I’ve been listening to Robert Plant. He’s 
been around a long time but produces great 
music.” 

Fry is looking forward to his Kent 
appearance. “It’s about the weather in some 
ways, though,” he said. “It’s hard to get 
applause when it’s raining. People have a brolly 
in one hand and a cheese sandwich in the 
other, so it’s difficult to clap. 

“We make sure we put on a great show, 
though, whatever the weather. It’s also great 
to be doing a charity show and for such a great 
cause. Maybe it will be a new trend, because a 
large-scale charity event is a great idea.”

Lower Thames Crossing 


I T HAS been the focus of countless 
campaigns and the bane of motorists’ 
and residents’ lives for decades. 

Even political parties have set their 
political differences aside to fight together 
for an end to the ongoing problems experi¬ 
enced by the county. 

But troubles with the Dartford Crossing have 
continued, blighting the lives of communities 
living nearby, the 150,000 drivers using the 
congested road system each day, and the busi¬ 
nesses who lose money when problems at the 
tunnel and bridge are at their worst. 

And to make matters worse, motorists using 
the congested crossing have had to pay for the 
privilege - despite a Government promise tolls 
would be scrapped once the construction costs 
for the Queen Elizabeth II Bridge were paid off. 

In 2004, the crossing began to make a profit, 
but the-then Labour Government kept the tolls 
in place. At the end of 2008 the £1 tolls were 
increased by 50 per cent to £1.50 and in an 
unpopular move by the Coalition Government in 
October, it was announced the costs would rise yet 
again, to £2 in 2011 and then £2.50 in 2012. 

The Department for Transport said the 
increased charges would pay for new technol¬ 
ogy resulting in the removal of the toll booths 
and a reduction in the level of congestion and 
pollution. 

Although campaigners welcomed the move 
to scrap the booths in 2012-13 and introduce a 
London-style congestion charge system, the on¬ 
going fight to see the tolls removed continues. 

MP for Dartford Gareth Johnson said he 
believed the charges should be scrapped, but 
admitted the removal of the booths was a huge 
step forward in tackling congestion. 

“The great shame of all this is the Dartford 
Crossing should be a positive thing with trans¬ 
port links and business opportunities, but in¬ 
stead it stifles enterprise and strangles the area,” 
he said. “The Treasury is reluctant to give up 
the £42 million generated from the Dartford 
Crossing (annually) but this is 
something I will never give up 
campaigning for. The tolls should 
be scrapped.” 

In 2009 the Labour Govern¬ 
ment announced plans to sell off 
the crossing to a private company 
to raise funds to help the UK 
economy, but campaigners were 
victorious in their opposition to 
the proposal with the Department 
for Transport later saying the as¬ 
set would remain in public hands. 

But since then, a further cam¬ 
paign has been launched to stop 
plans by Kent County Council to build a Lower 
Thames Crossing located at Gravesham. 

Leader of County Hall Paul Carter said the 
tunnel plan was a “no brainer”. 

He said it would ease constant congestion 
at Dartford where there are at least 15 major 
incidents a year and five annual bridge closures, 
costing the UK economy £40 million annually. 

KCC commissioned an independent feasibility 
report with Essex County Council, looking at 
the possibility of a third Thames crossing. 

Cllr Carter said the report found a new crossing 
east of Gravesend would create around 6,000 
jobs in north Kent and south Essex and contribute 
£3 34m to the local economy each year. 

But Mr Johnson said before any such plans 
went ahead, it had to be seen whether scrap¬ 
ping the toll booths worked. 

“I don’t think we’re going to have all the in¬ 
formation needed to make a decision on a third 
crossing- we need to see what impact removing 
the booths will have before any plans for a new 
crossing go ahead,” he said. 

The former Tory leader of Gravesham Bor¬ 
ough Council Mike Snelling and Labour leader 
of Thurrock Council in Essex John Kent teamed 
up earlier this year to fight plans for a crossing.

A vote was held at Gravesham council last 
month to oppose any plans, it won unanimous 
backing and cross-party support. 

After Labour gained control of the authority 
in the local elections last week, new leader Cllr 
John Burden said he would continue the cam¬ 
paign against KCC’s plans. 

“The general concerns are the 
loss of greenbelt land and the ef¬ 
fect on local residents,” he said. 

“This isn’t about politics; we 
need to work together as a com¬ 
munity to oppose it.” 

Asked whether he felt confi¬ 


dent now Gravesham Cllr Bryan 
Sweetland - who also opposes the 
scheme - had been appointed as 
KCC cabinet member for high¬ 
ways, he said: “Having a borough 
member at KCC is important and 
we will work with him.” 

In February Cllr Sweetland 
said that before accepting the position on the 
cabinet he spoke with Cllr Carter - who calls the 
third Thames crossing KCC’s “preferred option” 
- to discuss his opposition to the plan. 

He said: “I’m a councillor for Gravesham and 



the priority is representing the residents. It’s not 
in their best interests to have a third Thames 
crossing close to their homes. What KCC has 
expressed is a preferred option. It’s not something I 
particularly agree with, but it’s only one option.” 

Another campaigner is Lib Dem James Willis, 
who was behind the Toot if You 
Give a Hoot campaign, where 
drivers were urged to beep their 
horns in protest against prob¬ 
lems at Dartford. 

“Government has always 
used the crossing as a cash cow 
- the charges should have been 
I removed, that’s what people 
I were promised,” he said. 

“We’ve put forward proposals 
for rail hubs north, west, south 
and east of the M2 5 which takes 
lorries off the M2 5 and onto 
trains - the high-speed line could 
be used overnight. One in three 
vehicles are lorries and this would ease congestion 
at Dartford and stop pollution. 

“Something needs to be done in Dartford; 
motorists, residents and businesses are suffering 
- it depresses the town.”

Workhouse past reveals 
different side to hospital

“THE dead were in rows on 
shelves reaching to the roof like 
a ghastly bookcase,” is how the 
pioneering suffragette Amelia 
Scott described the mortuary 
at Tonbridge workhouse. 

During the Victorian era, in a 
time when people with epilepsy 
and unmarried mothers were 
considered insane and locked 
away like criminals, the living 
were not treated much better. 

The last remaining rem¬ 
nants of the workhouse and in¬ 
firmary, which opened in 18 3 6 
and closed in 1938 becoming 
Pembury County Hospital, are 
being demolished as the new 
state-of-the-art hospital on the 
site nears completion in Sep¬ 
tember this year. 

Soon the crumbling, prison¬ 
like buildings will be gone, 
but to remember them, John 
Weekes, head of emergency 
planning at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, is 
compiling a book detailing the 
history of both Pembury, and 
Kent and Sussex, hospitals. 

With an archive dating from 
1828 to the present day, con¬ 
taining thousands of photo¬ 
graphs and documents, he is 
able to provide fascinating in¬ 
sights into changes in society 
and attitudes to healthcare. 

“The workhouse was for the 
poor, including the sick and 
those regarded as insane,” Mr 
Weekes said. “Anyone who did 
not fit in to society was regard¬ 
ed as insane, including epilep¬ 
tics and unmarried mothers. 

“This was Victorian society 
- there is a document from the 
Kent and Sussex showing doc-

tors refused to admit someone 
who tried to commit suicide.” 

Conditions were tough, in¬ 
mates were given jobs such 
as breaking stones and ‘pick¬ 
ing oakum’. Old ropes were 
brought from the shipyard at 
Chatham and the women had 
to unravel them in hand-de¬ 
stroying work so the bits could 
be sold back to the Navy and 
used to fill the gaps between 
planks of wood to make the 
ships waterproof. 

But there were two women 
who campaigned tirelessly to 
improve conditions for inmates 
- Miss Scott and Louisa Twin¬ 
ing of the famous tea family. 

“They were great reformers,” 
Mr Weekes said. “Louisa Twin¬ 
ing was a Victorian philanthro¬ 


pist, she 
set up a Workhouse Visiting 
Society. She was also a friend 
of Florence Nightingale and 
worked to get the workhouse 
nurses trained. 

“She reformed the culture of 
the workhouse and infirmary. 

“Amelia Scott was her 
friend and took over from her. 
She was a pioneering suffra¬ 
gette in Tunbridge Wells. She 
set about improving the lot of 
women and children. 

“She got young girls ap¬ 
prenticed in domestic service 
and tried to get them out of the 
workhouse. She also set up a 
maternity home for the poor. ” 

Miss Scott’s diaries give 
some shocking insights into life 
at the workhouse. Her horror 
and humanity is clear when 
she describes a dead woman 
being carried from one of the 
female wards in 1901. 

She wrote: “Four decrepit 
old workhouse men who in 
their stained oyster coloured 
corduroy suits were wheeling 
a truck similar to the ones on 
railway stations - a platform 
with screeching small iron 
wheels. 

“The truck was used to bring 
linen from the sick wards but 
instead of dirty linen it bore a 
shell-like coffin, with a loose lid 
and within a daughter of the 
King of Kings. The coffin was 
jolted so severely that the lid 
fell off to the ground. Nothing 
could break the repose of her 
who slept her last sleep, but for 
me the comfortable creed ‘all’s 
right with the world’ was pro¬ 
foundly shaken. ” 

After witnessing the condi¬ 
tions, she put in an appeal and 
within a year a mortunary,

Vineyard continues to enjoy 
the sweet taste of success 


B ACK in 19 69 when the Barnes 
family established Kent’s oldest 
commercial vineyard, the English 
wine trade was highly sceptical of 
domestic growers. 

Julian Barnes, managing director of 
Biddenden Vineyard, said: “We started with a 
third of an acre as a way of diversifying away 
from apple growing. We now have 22 acres of 
vines. 

“We have always looked at it as not only 
selling the wine, but also getting people to come 
to the vineyard, see the vines, taste the wine 
and then take it home.” 

The last 40 years has been a process of 
experimentation with varieties and growing 
systems aimed at getting the best out of the 
English climate. The growers found that 
German varieties such as Ortega, Huxelrebe 
and Bacchus transferred well to the site. 

Although Biddenden sells the majority of its 
stock from its own shop, it is now supplying 
local restaurants, pubs and shops with its wine 
and cider. 

The trade was established through its cider 
production and distribution, which still makes 
up the majority of drink made at the vineyard. 

Mr Barnes said: “We supply restaurants and 
pubs directly. It works as a nice retailing loop 
for us because if people see the wine or the 
cider in a restaurant they hopefully will also 
be interested in coming to see us here at the 
vineyard.

22 acres of Biddenden come from apples grown at other 
vines nearby farms, giving it a distinctive taste and 

appearance. 

Mr Barnes said: “We have always produced 
cider here that is more like wine in taste and 
appearance because we use good-quality apples 
like Cox and Bramley that are grown locally, 
as opposed to cider fruit. You start off with an 
apple that is edible and that allows us to adopt a 
winemaking approach to producing our cider.” 

Visitors to the shop can also buy juices made 
from apples and pears. 

So what about the future? 

Although Kent’s climate is getting warmer, 
Mr Barnes does not think this is necessarily 


beneficial for the trade. “I think if we did get 
another degree warmer, it would be interesting, 
but we do not see that as a problem at the 
moment,” he said. 

“We get enough sunshine to get our wines 
up to 12-13 per cent alcohol naturally, which is 
what we want. 

“One of the unique selling points about 
English wine is that our wines are slightly lower 
in alcohol than other wines around the world. 
In South Africa and Australia, which are also 
being affected by climate change, their wines 
are getting up to 14-14.5 per cent alcohol. 

“As far as we are concerned, with all the 
health problems associated with high alcohol, 
we are not worried about producing wines that 
are slightly lower. With lower-alcohol wines, 
you get a lighter, fruitier sort of wine that is 
good for drinking at lunchtime or with salads. 

“Sometimes we get a really hot year, which 
will push our wine up to 13 per cent. With that, 
you get a softer mouthful and richer wine that 
may keep for a period of time, such as three to 
five years. 

“The great thing about winemaking is that it 
is a very interesting industry. There is always 
something different every year and that is why I 
would encourage people to come and visit.”

Take in the stunning 
picture-postcard views 
on this walk around 
the village of Aylesford 
on the River Medway 

J UST a stone’s throw from the 

bustling county town of Maidstone, 
you can discover the picturesque 
village of Aylesford nestled alongside 
the River Medway, reflecting the 
village buildings in its calm waters. 
Starting out either at Aylesford train station 
or the village car park, the path takes you 
quickly down towards the river. The view from 
here should be familiar as its idyllic scene is used 
in many calendars, photographs and paintings 
of the area. Keep an eye out, as you may be 
lucky enough to catch a glimpse of a kingfisher. 

As you continue, you will cross Aylesford’s 
old bridge, the ideal river crossing to add to 
the visual aesthetics of the village. Now closed 
to motorised traffic, the bridge is late 14th 
century, its centralised arch widened in 1824 to 
allow larger boats to pass. 

The Chequers pub has an excellent riverside 
terrace which affords great views and The 
Bushis is another popular watering hole. 

After an exhilarating uphill stint you will get 
a good view of Aylesford sandpit. Sand has been 
dug here for at least 1,000 years. The route will 
take you towards and into the village of Eccles. 

If you have some time, why not visit the 
‘Dream Towers’, the sculpture installed in the 
village recreational ground as part of the 
Aylesford Community Trail project? 

Also in the village The Red Bull pub offers 
traditional ales, fine food and its own farm shop. 

As you continue walking, you will join the 
North Downs Way - after about 300 metres 
you should notice a gap in the hedge with what 
looks like a small stone building directly in front 
of you - this is Kits Coty House. 

The collection of three stones is one of four 
megalithic monuments in the county. Known 
as the Medway Megaliths, this grouping is 
unique in south-east England. 

They are truly atmospheric and easy to reach 
- bringing the mysterious atmosphere of a 
bygone era to the walk. 

As you take the home strait back to Aylesford 
village, take some time to enjoy the glorious 
views and stunning woods that you pass by.

SMUGGLING In The Ashford 
Area 1790 To 1830 is the 
subject of an exhibition at 
the town's museum. In 1821, 
Cephas Quested, the leader of 
a notorious Ashford smuggling 
gang, was sentenced to death. 
He had been captured at 
the Battle of Brookland and 
accused of the murder of 
Preventative Officer James 
McKenzie. Quested had been 
part of the prolific Aldington 


Gang or 'the blues', who had 
been in operation from about 
1820. Smuggled items from 
the Continent included silks, 
brandy, tea and tobacco in 
exchange for wool, money, 
cannon, iron, wheat and other 
items gathered in Kent, Sussex 
or further afield. 

The Battle of Brookland was a 
landmark of smuggling history 
in Kent. Not only did it show 
the courage of men on both 
sides of the law, it also showed 
the amount of men involved, 
the planned procedures of 
landing the cargo, and the 
ferocious battle that ensued. 
The exhibition shows a 
number of artefacts relating 
to Quested, including his snuff 
box (above), photographs of 
smuggling haunts in the area 
and a letter sent by Quested 
to his wife shortly before his 
execution.

FOUR of the Nolan Soisters 
have combined to write 
Survivors: Our Story, in which 
each one offers her own take 
on different phases in their life. 

As individuals, they may 
have only been distinguishable 
by their hair colour when I’m 
In The Mood For Dancing 
became a hit in 19 79, but 
today it’s clear all four have 
very different personalities. 

There’s Coleen, 46, the baby 
of the group, and arguably 
the most successful, having 
been on ITVl’s Loose Women 
for 11 years and noted for her 
wicked sense of humour and 
penchant for put-downs. 

Then there’s no-nonsense 
Bernie - feisty, outspoken and 
glam; Maureen, the dark¬ 
haired, pretty one who’s the 
quietest of the clan; and Linda, 
blonde and blue-eyed, 
the most vulnerable and 
fragile of the four since losing 
Brian, her husband of 2 5 
years, to cancer, and herself a 
victim of breast cancer. 

Their stories read like a soap 
opera, featuring cheating men 
(think Shane Richie and 
Bradley Walsh), child abuse, 
life-threatening illnesses 
(three of the six sisters have 
had breast cancer), a bitter rift 
with their other sisters, Anne 
and Denise, and a half-sister 
they long to find. 

The four have remained in 
showbiz. Bernie has appeared 
in Brookside and The Bill and 
is baring all in a touring 
production of Calendar Girls, 
while Maureen is appearing in 
The Naked Truth, set in a pole¬ 
dancing class. 

“People lump us into one 
group, but we are all quite 
different,” says Linda. 

Talk moves on to Bernie’s 
breast reconstruction 
following a mastectomy, her 
belated 50th party later this 
year and their various careers. 

Bernie lives in Surrey, 

Coleen in Cheshire and Linda 
and Maureen are in Blackpool. 


They say they all learned 
something by writing their 
own individual chapters in the 
book and then reading their 
sisters’ entries.

STEFANIE Powers was the 
darling of Seventies hit series 
Hart To Hart, co-starring 
Robert Wagner. 

She was also girlfriend to 
Oscar-winning actor William 
Holden for nine years, until his 
death following a long struggle 
with alcoholism and 
depression. 

As her autobiography, One 
From The Hart, is published, 
Powers talks about her 
Hollywood life, mixing with 
the great and the good, 
including Elizabeth Taylor, 
Lana Turner and Tallulah 
Bankhead, as well as the 
struggles she has faced in later 
life, including lung cancer. 

It has been 30 years since 
Stefanie Powers and Robert 
Wagner raised cheesiness to 
new heights as a glamorous 
jetset couple doubling as 
amateur detectives in the hit 
American series Hart To Hart. 

Powers, 68, reveals that 
one of the events in her life 
prompted her to write the 
memoir. 

“In the space of a few 
months, I was diagnosed with 
cancer and my mother died 
[aged 96]. She had lived with 
me for the last 2 7 years of her 
life. I had to try and keep it all 
together for her.” 

Powers was diagnosed with 
lung cancer at the end of 2008 
at an annual check-up, even 
though she had no symptoms 
indicating anything was 
wrong. Surgeons removed part 
of her right lung and more 
than two years later, she says 
she’s fine. 

“My scans have all been 
clear. The odds are that I will 
be able to join other cancer 


survivors in marching for a 
cure. 

“I didn’t have chemo or 
radiation.” 

Her mother, of Polish 
descent, had kept a lot of 
memorabilia which Powers 
found after her death, filling in 
the gaps of her story.

ANDREW Martin has invented 
a genre of detective fiction 
almost all his own, featuring 
mysteries set among the 
railways of 19th- and early 
20th-century Britain. 

His first work, The 
Necropolis Railway, has 
achieved cult status since 
its release in 2002, and his 
detective, Jim Stringer, has 
become ever-more popular. 

Now he is in the trenches of 
the First World War as part of 
The Railway Pals. 

On the first day of the 
Somme, enlisted railwayman 
Jim Stringer lies trapped in a 
shell hole, smoking cigarette 
after cigarette under the 
bullets and the blazing sun. 

He calculates his chances 
of survival - even before they 
departed for France, a member 
of Jim’s unit had been found 
dead. 

During the stand-off that 
follows, Jim and his comrades 
must operate by night the 
vitally-important trains 
taking munitions to the Front, 
through a ghostly landscape 
of shattered trees where high- 
explosive and shrapnel shells 
rain down. 

Close cooperation and 
trust are vital, yet proof piles 
up of an enemy within. As a 
ferocious military policeman, 
he pursues his investigation 
into the original killing, but 
the finger of accusation begins 
to point towards Jim himself. 

As well as the excellent 
characterisation, the reality of 
life in the trenches is brought 
to life vividly in a book which 
should delight military-history 
buffs, railway fans and 
armchair detectives.

NOBODY 'sort of watches soap operas. No, you 
either watch them or you don't. You know the 
cast and characters, or you have no interest 
whatsoever. If you're one of the millions who 
spend a good chunk of their Lives waiting to find 
out if Ken and Deirdre will make it to a happily- 
ever-after, then the soap awards are probably 
bigger news than the Oscars to you. 

A lot can happen in a year - especially if 
you happen to Live in Weatherfield, Walford, 
Emmerdale or HoLLyoaks. In these places 
there are likely to be plenty of births, deaths, 
marriages, divorces, hit-and-runs, surprise 
returns, cat-fights and kidnappings.

DIRECTOR Joe Wright (Pride & 
Prejudice, Atonement) tries his 
hand at the action genre with 
this fast-paced thriller about a 
girl with extraordinary powers. 

The London-born film-maker 
imprints his distinctive artistic 
vision on Seth Lochhead and 
David Farr's script. 

He conjures a mood of 
impending doom as the 
conflicted characters traverse 
the globe before a climactic 
showdown that hammers 
home the fairy-tale allegory. 

However, aesthetic 
concerns occasionally get in 
the way of a jolly good romp 
and, consequently, Hanna 


sits nervously between 
two distinctive audiences 
- arthouse and multiplex. 

Sixteen-year-old Hanna 
(Saoirse Ronan) lives in 
snowbound Scandinavia with 
her father Erik (Eric Bana), 
honing the fighting skills she 
will need for the perilous 
mission that lies ahead: to kill 
ruthless CIA agent Marissa 
Wiegler (Cate Blanchett). 

"She won't stop until you're 
dead or she is," warns Erik as 
his protegee increases her 
strength. "So be sure," he adds, 
“because I won't be there to 
hold your hand." 

Once she is trained and 
primed for action, Hanna 
bids farewell to her father, 
whispering his mantra: "Adapt 
or die". 


She embarks on her quest 
to kill Wiegler with assassin 
Isaacs (Tom Hollander) and 
his henchmen on her trail. 

En route, Hanna meets 
hippie mother Rachel (Olivia 
Williams), her despairing 
husband Sebastian (Jason 
Flemyng) and sassy daughter 
Sophie (Jessica Barden). 

"What did your mum die 
of?" Sebastian asks Hanna 
tenderly, having learned of 
the girl's loss many years ago. 
"Three bullets," replies the 
eponymous heroine. 

Hanna plays out a Bourne 
Identity-style game of cat and 
mouse between the plucky 
teenager and her pursuers, 
including a breathless chase 
through a shipyard. 

Wright can't resist directorial 


flourishes and shoots a 
sequence at Berlin airport 
in an apparently single take, 
reaching a crescendo with 
Erik brawling with four knife- 
wielding assailants. 

Ronan captures both the 
steeliness and vulnerability 
of her girl on the cusp of 
womanhood, while Blanchett 
relishes her role as the 
villainess with an oral-hygiene 
fixation. 

Williams and Flemyng are 
poorly served, considering the 
amount of scene time afforded 
their characters, while Barden, 
who was hysterical in Tamara 
Drewe, scene-steals merrily 
here, too. The Chemical 
Brothers soundtrack pumps up 
the volume and the ardenalin 
of the film. 


Thor 3D 

12A, 114mins 

KENNETH Branagh returns 
to the director's chair for a 
special effects-laden romp 
based on the popular Marvel 
Comics superhero. 

Thor is his most technically 
demanding film to date, 
but digital trickery and 
pyrotechnics don't appear to 
faze Branagh, who balances 
the slambang thrills of a 
summer blockbuster with 
romance and broad comedy. 

Chris Hemsworth possesses 
the imposing physical presence 
of the titular hammer-wielding 
god of thunder, who is brought 
down to Earth - literally 
-to learn about humility. He 
sensibly leaves the emotion 
to Oscar-winners Natalie 


Portman and Anthony Hopkins, 
who inject passion and fury 
to a predictable narrative that 
journeys from AD 765 to the 
present day, incorporating 
elements of classical Norse 
mythology in the underlying 
story of sibling rivalry. 

In the realm of Asgard, 
ruled by Odin (Hopkins), Thor 
(Hemsworth) is an arrogant 
heir to the throne. He acts first 
and thinks later, endangering 
his companions. The fallen god 
materialises in the New Mexico 
desert, where he befriends 
scientist Erik Selvig (Stellan 
Skarsgard) and protegee Jane 
Foster (Natalie Portman). 

The attraction between 
Thor and Jane is palpable, but 
without his powers, the fallen 
god must face the same trials 
and tribulations as any other 
mortal.

T HE OLD Inn is a beautifully-

While the rural location is an important part 
of the property’s appeal, Wittersham is by no 
means cut off. 

Tenterden, one of the most attractive towns 


in the Weald of Kent, is just five miles away and 
it has a high street bustling with stores, bars, 
cafes and pubs. 

The local secondary school, Homewood, is so 
highly thought of that visitors from academic 
establishments throughout the UK and further 
afield are frequent visitors.

Mitsi crossover a winner

FOR a long time, Mitsubishi seemed stuck in the 
same time warp as US car giants, building gas 
guzzlers for an era that crashed spectacularly 
with the 2007 recession. 

Suddenly, from trading in the UK on the 
strength of its 4x4 muscle with the legendary 
Shogun off-roader series and the chunky L200 
pick-up for Marlboro Man wannabes, the 
Japanese marque had to impress with rather 
more modest motors. 

The stopgaps have been the capacious yet 
cruelly under-rated Colt supermini and the 
value for money Lancer saloon and hatch. 

But Mitsi’s sharply-styled ASX - short for 
Active Sporting Crossover - is the real deal; an 
all-new model that arrived last year to attack 
a popular new crossover sector of the market 
opened up by the Nissan Qashqai. 

The styling is more Nissan than the answer 
from Peugeot, in the fluid form of the 3008, and 
it is sharply priced from £15,999. 

The entry money buys into a 115 PS 
(113bhp) 1.6-litre petrol unit, which we 
haven’t had the benefit of driving and would 
normally dismiss anyway at this level on the 
grounds that it is likely to be too weak yet juicy 
to propel a vehicle like this. 

However, it looks surprisingly attractive on 
paper with an average mpg in the late 40s, 
acceleration only marginally inferior to the 
lively diesel and cleaner C02 emissions (135g/ 
km) against the diesel (from 145g/km) - how 
often do you read that? 

Making a choice is still not easy though, 
because the 147PS (143bhp) 1.8-litre diesel 
engine is impressive and all the more so because 
Mitsubishi is not noted for producing small 
diesels, having pinned its hopes more on direct 
injection petrol units in the past. 

This comeback unit is petrol-smooth and 
revs eagerly, with a pleasing warble from the

turbocharger as the driver makes the most of 
the unit’s cut and thrust power in town traffic. 

The diesel prices start at £20,199, as tested 
here in ASX ‘3’ spec which comes with cruise 
control and heated seats; across the range the 
ASX easily undercuts equivalent Qashqais. 

Like the Nissan, most are front-wheel drive 
only, but there is full four-wheel drive at the 
upper end of the range and starting at a not 
unreasonable £22,299. 

Whichever engine or drive format you go for, 
Mitsubishi has signalled its desire to get into 
step with tougher times by giving all models its 
‘Auto Stop & Go’ system, to automatically cut 
and restart the engine when traffic is crawling 
or the car is stuck at the lights. 

Though the ASX wears the now familiar ‘jet 
fighter’ nose found on smaller Mitsubishi, there 
is rather less excitement inside; the cabin is 
functional rather than innovative, the finishes 


smart and durable rather than stylish. 

But the ASX is competitively priced and 
generously specc’d - alloys, MP3 connections, 
keyless entry and go are standard - and 
especially roomy for three adults in the back. 
Those who need more room can check out 
Mitsi’s equally competent Outlander with its 
two extra seats. 

Boot space is also generous and there is a 
large hidden compartment beneath the floor 
and a ‘ski-hatch’ behind the rear armrest - ideal 
for long pieces of timber from the DIY store. 

Ride quality is rather more on the comfort 
side which makes for good long-distance 
performance, but at the price of some body 
lean on the bends - the usual problem for 
higher-riding cars like this. 

But it is one of the few faults in a car that feels 
sure-footed, is rewarding to drive and cuts a 
dash in the styling department.

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‘Wagon 1 to push Focus up rankings

NOW into its third generation, the Ford Focus 
is tipped to climb further up the UK car 
rankings with this month’s launch of a sleek 
estate model. 

The all-new Focus arrived in March and 
immediately jumped to second in new car sales 
league for that month, despite being available 
only in five-door hatch format. 

It slipped back to fifth in April, but the arrival 
of other versions should restore its fortunes 
against the superminis that dominate the top of 
the charts, including its Ford Fiesta sister. 

Judging by the five-door hatch, the three- 
door model could easily justify a coupe label 
when it arrives. 

For now though, Ford reckons a further 15 
per cent of would-be Focus buyers have been 
waiting for the ‘wagon’ model, especially as 
estate cars stage something of sales revival after 
suffering at the hands of people carrier/MPV 
models and pseudo off-roads models or SUVs. 

The new Focus estate (from £17,100) 
provides a balance of dynamic looks and 
functional practicality. Standard full-length 
integrated aluminium roof rails enhance 
the attractive design, while the tailgate 
incorporates a compact roof spoiler. 

At 2,648mm, the estate shares the same 
wheelbase as the five-door, but overall length is 



increased by 19 8mm to 4,5 5 6mm. This gives 
valuable extra space, without sacrificing the 
compact dimensions of the Focus. 

With rear seats in place, the estate has 
a large, regular load compartment, with a 
volume of 476 litres. 

The rear seats offer a flexible 60/40 split and 
have a convenient ‘flip and fold’ mechanism to 
tip the seat cushion forward and create a flat 
load platform with the seat backs. 

In two-seat mode, the maximum load 
capacity is a substantial 1,502 litres. 

Customers can tailor the load compartment 
with accessories including floor liner mats and 
luggage nets, dog guards and load retention 
barriers. The polished roof rails allow for 
a complete roof carrier system, including 


dedicated crossbars to transport everything 
from bicycles to skis. 

The estate is available with the same low-C02 
powertrains as the five-door version, including 
the new 150PS (148bhp) 1.6-litre Ford 
EcoBoost turbocharged direct injection petrol 
engine, and a choice of advanced and improved 
Duratorq TDCi common-rail diesel engines, 
all of which offer significant reductions in fuel 
consumption compared to the outgoing model. 


In addition to the highly efficient petrol and 
diesel powertrains, the new Focus range also 
incorporates other features from Ford ECOnetic 
green technologies to help minimise fuel 
consumption and C02 emissions.

Clear-out heralds the start of 
Hessenthaler’s rebuilding task

THE consequences of Gillingham’s failure to 
reach the League Two play-offs were laid bare 
this week when the club chose to release almost 
a third of their senior squad. 

In the wake of the eighth-place finish, sealed 
with a 3-1 defeat in the final game at Chester¬ 
field last weekend, manager Andy Hessenthaler 
opted to release eight of the 16 first-team players 
out of contract this summer. 

The clear-out signals the start of what is ex¬ 
pected to be a busy summer at Priestfield. By re¬ 
leasing so many players it will free up room in 
the wage budget to bring in fresh blood. 

Hessenthaler felt he was restricted by the 
number of players contracted to the club when 
he took over last summer. The Gills boss is keen 
to reshape the squad, knowing there can be no 
excuses in missing out on promotion next year. 

He said: “We’ve got to rebuild now. We be¬ 
lieved we had a promotion-winning squad this 
season, but it turned out not to be the case. 

“It’s a big season next season, the pressure’s 
on even more now because it will be into my sec¬ 
ond year. We’re not in it for anything else other 
than being successful, when you’re not it’s dis¬ 
appointing but it does take time.” 

Mark Bentley was arguably the most high pro¬ 
file of the casualties this week. The club captain 
had made almost 200 appearances for the Gills 
during his five-year stay. 

The midfielder departed with a heavy heart, 
but admitted it was not a surprise after falling 
down the pecking order to the extent he went on 
loan to Cambridge last month to stay fit. 

“If I’m honest I accepted it maybe a few 
months ago,” he said. “When you’re not in the 
side you’re biting your lip trying to get back in. I 
went out on loan as well to get some football, so 
in the back of my mind I had prepared myself for 
the inevitable. 

“It’s been a rollercoaster but I’ve enjoyed 
every minute of it. I like to think I’ve given my 
all to the club but unfortunately that’s life and

BEN Curtis will return to the scene 
of his greatest victory later this 
month as he plays at Royal St 
George’s to promote this summer’s 
Open Championship. 

The American recorded one of 
the biggest shocks in modern golf 
history when he won The Open at 
the course in Sandwich eight years 
ago. 

Ranked just inside the world’s 
top 400, he memorably fought off 
a group of established stars, includ¬ 
ing Tiger Woods and Vijay Singh, 
to win by one shot. 

By doing so the 300-1 shot be¬ 


came the first player to win The 
Open on their first appearance 
since Tom Watson lifted the Claret 
Jug at Carnoustie in 19 75. 

Curtis, who has since won twice 
on the PGA Tour, is back in Kent 
this month. He will play the final 
three holes at Royal St George’s to 
assist organisers The R&A’s build¬ 
up to the renowned tournament. 

As part of the measures to im¬ 
prove the event for spectators, 
Southeastern will extend its high¬ 
speed train service from London to 
stop at Sandwich during The Open, 
which begins on July 14. 


To demonstrate how fans can 
travel from St Pancras Interna¬ 
tional to the course in 80 minutes, 
Curtis will catch a train from the 
capital on May 25. 

The 33-year-old, who qualifies 
for this year’s championship as part 
of his winners’ exemption, is due to 
play the 16th, 17th and 18th holes 
- all of which have undergone im¬ 
provements in preparation for The 
Open. 

The former US Ryder Cup player 
will then conduct interviews with 
the assembled media before making 
the return journey to the capital.

Relegation brings relief at the 
end of Canterbury’s struggles

CANTERBURY head coach Danny Vaughan 
admitted it was “a relief” to be relegated from 
National 2 South on the final day of the season, 
following his side’s dramatic defeat to Kent rivals 
Westcombe Park. 

The city club went into the derby last week¬ 
end needing a draw to preserve their place in the 
division and send Combe tumbling through the 
trapdoor and they led 18-13 midway through 
the second-half. However, when Canterbury 
skipper Chris Hinkins was sent to the sin-bin 
with nine minutes remaining, the visitors seized 
the initiative and grabbed two late tries to run 
out 25-18 winners. 

At the end of a campaign which saw his side 
plagued by injuries and increasingly swimming 
against the tide of more powerful clubs from 
London and the South West, Vaughan said he 
was simply glad to hear the final whistle. 

“There wasn’t much said afterwards,” he said. 
“For me, it was more relief because it’s been such 
a long season and it’s been so hard for us to get 
results. It was almost a relief when the final nail 
was put in our coffin because at least we know 
where we are now. 

“Combe are up but unless they invest in their 
squad, they’re going to be in the same position 
next year. National 3 is going to be a tough 
league and we’ll be in with some tough sides we 
never thought we would play. It all depends on 
the squad we’ve got, whether the players are go¬ 
ing to be around next season and where we’re 
going to go for our own recruitment. ” 

Giles Hilton, the club’s chairman, agreed that 
while relegation from rugby’s fourth tier was 
a bitter pill to swallow, dropping into National 
3 London & South East could carry short-term 
positives. 

“It’s disappointing but we live to fight anoth¬ 
er day,” he said. “We’ll be looking to establish 
ourselves in the league below but we’ll see how

‘Driver rivalries 
part of race life’ 

WITH three of the 10 race week¬ 
ends now behind us, the BTCC 
has again proven itself to be a 
fiercely competitive environment. There 
are genuine rivalries in the paddock and 
certainly, some drivers have past griev¬ 
ances that perhaps carry on after the 
races have finished. 

The obvious ones are between Matt 
Neal and Jason Plato, Neal and Rob Col- 
lard, and there are some others. Generally 
speaking, though, the drivers feel that 
what goes around comes around and 
there's no point taking it off the circuit, as 
you lose focus on what you're doing. 

Rivalries last for years and it adds to 
the entertainment for the supporters. 
Whether you’re in the Neal camp or the 
Plato camp, it gives you something to fol¬ 
low in addition to the races themselves. 

Obviously, Plato's big beef at the mo¬ 
ment is not with Matt Neal per se, it's 
with Honda, the rules, and with TOCA, the 
organisers of the BTCC, in relation to the 
turbo regulations in place for this season. 

Drivers like to have a reputation for not 
being easy to pass, to give the impres¬ 
sion to other drivers that they’re a tough 
nut, that you have to be careful when you 
approach them. If they've got that reputa¬ 
tion, they'll hope to make other drivers 
think twice, not to take them for granted. 

During my time in the BTCC, my big 
rival was always John Cleland. We had 
plenty of battles on the track and I always 
wanted to have the last word off the cir¬ 
cuit, too. If he said something about me, I'd 
say something about him, so it went back 
and forth between us. 

I have to say, I did enjoy that aspect of it. 

I always liked the sports psychology side; 
it's a powerful tool in any driver's armoury. 
If you can undermine your competitors in 
any way, you can expose a weakness, and 
that's all part and parcel of racing. 

Outside the BTCC and Carrera Cup, I 
follow the rest of the support races clos- 
esly. I'm a passionate lover of the sport 
and I'm always watching out for young 
drivers and future participants in the Brit¬ 
ish Racing Drivers’ Club (BRDC) Super- 
Stars programme, of which I'm a director. 

One of the young drivers who's im¬ 
pressed me has been Jake Hill. Moving 
up to the Ginetta Supercup is a big step, 
but he's looked very accomplished so far. 
Jake’s shown real adaptability in getting 
hold of the car and taking it to its limits. 
He's got more learning still to do 
but he’s shown he can be a real 
aggressive racer.

Kent emphasise the benefits of a 
successful Academy programme

AT A time when the value of 
bringing young players into 
the first-team could scarcely 
be more relevant, Kent’s Acad¬ 
emy has published its strategy 
for the future. 

Financial difficulties at the 
county in recent years have 
squeezed the playing budget, to 
the extent where young talents 
are playing an increasingly 
prominent role in the senior 
team in the absence of expen¬ 
sive overseas signings. 

While the reliance on rook¬ 
ies is unlikely to yield instant 
success on the pitch, with 
Kent heading for another LV= 
County Championship defeat 
at Glamorgan as this newspa¬ 
per went to press, long-term 
it is hoped the experience will 
pay off. 

The youth set-up has been 
in place at the St Lawrence 
Ground since 2003 and has a 
strong track record of produc¬ 
ing players. Joe Denly was the 
first to make the grade a year 
later, while Adam Ball, Chris 
Piesley and Matt Coles are 
among the more recent gradu¬ 
ates given an opportunity this 
season. 

The ‘Rising to the Next Level 
Strategy’ produced by the club 
details the work going on be¬ 
low the senior level. 

Although the majority of 
the detail on the programme 
is nothing new, Simon Willis, 
high performance director at 
Kent, felt it was important to 
underline the Academy’s role. 

“It was really put together

to raise awareness to young 
players in Kent who aspire to 
play county cricket,” he said. 
“I think the work the Academy 
does can be taken for granted 
a bit and we wanted to show 
what we achieve. 

“There are going to be fan¬ 
tastic opportunities in the first- 
team going forward for our 
young players, as we’ve seen 
with those who are playing at 
the moment. 

“It’s about supply and de¬ 
mand. At this stage the first- 
team requires players to come 
through the system. Now we’re 
hoping to be getting one player 


a year into that.” 

The annual budget of 
£60,000 has been untouched 
by the cuts made in the last 
12 months. Willis is hopeful of 
securing extra resources once 
the club are on a more stable 
financial footing as he looks to 
enhance the reputation of the 
Academy, which has 14 teen¬ 
agers on its books this sum¬ 
mer. 

He said: “I want us to be rec¬ 
ognised as the best Academy in 
the country, not just plodding 
along. It’s more than just a job, 
it’s about taking Kent to a dif¬ 
ferent level.”

Quaife-Hobbs thrilled to be handed 
Formula One test chance in Spain

THE glittering world of Formula One draws a 
step closer for Adrian Quaife-Hobbs on Sunday 
morning when the Tonbridge racer carries out 
his first test for the Marussia Virgin Racing team. 

Quaife-Hobbs, 20, is at Spain’s Idiada circuit 
to evaluate the car driven by Timo dock and 
Jerome d'Ambrosio in the first three rounds of 
this season’s FI championship. 

Competing in the GP3 series for Virgin's sister 
team, Marussia Manor Racing, Quaife-Hobbs will 
do approximately 300 kilometres in the car dur¬ 
ing Sunday's test, which gets under way at 9am. 

He will then go on to evaluate the new, up¬ 
dated Virgin car ahead of the remaining Formula 
One races. 

"It's definitely a huge step forward," he said. 
"Not many people get to test the latest cars, so 
it's great that they thought of me. 

"It's a step up because I've been using the 
simulator and now I'm doing a straight line test. 


You have to build up gradually in FI, you don't 
just go in and have a race. 

"Maybe I can go on and do a test with some 
corners, but for now it's a great way to get 
involved with FI." 

Comparing it to his time in GP3, he said: “It's 
quite a big jump, a proper race car - everything 
is done on the limit." 

Quaife-Hobbs visited the team's Sheffield 
workshop on Thursday for a briefing and seat fit¬ 
ting, before flying out to Spain early on Saturday 
morning. 

His own season started in rather stuttering 
fashion last weekend as mechanical trouble set 
him back at the GP3 opener in Turkey. 

Having qualified 16th-fastest, Quaife-Hobbs 
had to start race one from the pit lane, eventu¬ 
ally coming home 24th and then picking up eight 
places to finish the second in 16th position. 

The series resumes in Barcelona on May 20.

Chester City’s expulsion 
from Conference Premier ulti¬ 
mately proved Ebbsfleet’s un¬ 
doing when the three points 
they gained for winning at the 
Deva Stadium were chalked 
off, leaving Daish’s side in the 
drop zone. Now, though, he is 
just 90 minutes from exorcis¬ 
ing those demons as the Fleet 
prepare for an afternoon of ten¬ 
sion and drama in Hampshire. 

“I was very determined this 
season,” Daish said. “I felt let 
down last season, the way we 
went down, in a way I took per¬ 
sonally. The way it was han¬ 
dled, I didn’t think we should 
have gone down and I went 
into this season determined to 
rub out that negative. 

“I did hold things personally, 
that’s just me, but it’s given me 
a little bit of a drive forward 
and I’ve installed that in the 
players, that I want the club 
back in Conference Premier. 

“The players have done re¬ 
ally well this season, they de¬ 


serve a lot of credit and now 
I’m asking for another 90 min¬ 
utes from them. ” 

On the field, the final is al¬ 
most impossible to call. Ebbs¬ 
fleet boast the division’s best 
away record, including a 
smash-and-grab raid to win 
2-1 at Farnborough in the first 
week of the season. 

However, the return fixture 
at Stonebridge Road was a 
very different tale, with Fleet 
goalkeeper Preston Edwards 
becoming a YouTube phenom¬ 
enon when he was sent off after 
only 10 seconds. Boro took full 
advantage, winning 3-0. 


Few expected Ebbsfleet to be 
in with a shout of promotion 
12 months ago, when budget 
restrictions saw Daish’s squad 
disintegrate, but they now 
stand on the verge of finish¬ 
ing a remarkable season in the 
most thrilling fashion. 

“The hardest part is getting 
to the final,” Daish said. “When 
you’re in the final, that takes 
care of itself and it’s about who 
performs well on the day. The 
hard part’s done as a manager, 
in a way, because to get to the 
final is 44 games. Now we’re 
there, we’re looking forward to 
it and we look fit.” 


The Fleet’s main injury con¬ 
cern is over left-back Derek 
Duncan, who rolled his an¬ 
kle and hobbled off halfway 
through the second leg of their 
semi-final win over Chelmsford 
City last Sunday. 

In goal, Edwards will be keen 
make a more lasting contribu¬ 
tion against Boro should he re¬ 
turn from an ankle problem to 
replace Daren Hawkes. 

Meanwhile, the travelling 
Kent contingent will be hop¬ 
ing Michael West continues 
his fine goal-scoring form after 
netting twice in each leg of the 
semi-final.

Tonbridge join the Conference 
party after thrilling play-off win 


KENT'S contingent of Conference foot¬ 
ball clubs now stands at six after Ton- 
bridge Angels came through a dramatic 
play-off final to seal promotion from 
the Ryman League last weekend. 

A record crowd of 2,411 packed into 
Longmead Stadium to see the Angels 
overcome Lowestoft Town 4-3 and 
book their place in Conference South 
for the first time in the club's history. 

Tonbridge manager Tommy Warrilow 
can now look forward to Kent derbies 
against Dartford and Dover Athletic 
next season, although he knows there is 
much work to be done if the Angels are 
to consolidate their new status. 

"Hand on heart, it's going to be a hard 
season," he said. "What we can't do is 
start going stupid with our money, try¬ 
ing to compete out of our depth, 

"No disrespect, but over the course 


of the season, [Dover and Dartford] 
are both bigger clubs. We can match 
them [on the pitch], but we don't get a 
thousand people here. We need to get 
the crowds up and make it a fortress." 

Ade Olorunda opened the scoring 
for Tonbridge and Danny Walder then 
bagged a brace before half-time to put 
them 3-1 in front, but Lowestoft roared 
back to level the final at 3-3. However, 
Tonbridge had the final word when 
Lewis Taylor struck the winner with 
nine minutes remaining, sparking wild 
celebrations all around Longmead. 

Chairman Steve Churcher enthused: 
"The crowd were brilliant, there's fan¬ 
tastic potential here and hopefully by 
moving it up to the next level, we can 
realise some of that. I've got no fears 
about Conference South because I think 
it's where we should be."

DARTFORD chairman Dave 
Skinner believes the club 
should be pushing for a play¬ 
off spot next season following 
a successful debut campaign 
in Conference South.

Underdog Woolford in 
the mood for title fight 


SCOTT Woolford is confident 
he can inflict the first defeat 
of Ryan Toms' professional 
career when the pair fight for 
the Southern Area light-mid¬ 
dleweight title today. 

The 27-year-old, from Ram¬ 
sgate, admitted 
he goes into the 
contest at Bethnall 
Green's York Hall 
as the outsider, but 
insists he is fully 
equipped to bring 
the belt back to 
Kent.

where he sparred with Tony 
Hill, Ryan Barrett and Michael 
Lomax. His last outing was a 
points victory over Jay Morris 
at Medway Park in March. 
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
